VERMILYA JURY 
FAILS TO AGREE 


Woman Must Stand Trial 
Again Within Month; She 
Faints Under Strain. 


EXPECTED AN ACQUITTAL. 


After eight hours of deliberation the jury- 
men who tried Mrs. Louise Vermilya for the 
murder of Richard T. Smith, last night re- 
ported to Judge Denis E. Sullivan that they 
were hopelessly deadlocked. They were dis- 
charged by agreement of coungel. A poll indi- 
cated they stood 7 to 5 for conviction. There 
was no change in the sentiment from the first 
ballot to the sixth, which was the last. 

The defendant wept when Foreman Andrew 
Smith announced they could not agree. Her 
sister, Mrs. Laura Bucholz, tried to comfort 
her. Mrs. Vermilya had confidently expected 
to be released. She was completely overcome 
by disappointment. On the trip from the 
Criminal Court building to the county jail 
she fainted in her wheel chair. Heart action 
almost stopped. She was carried into the jail 
hospital as one dead. She was revived with 
difficulty. 

Goes to Jury in Noon Hour, 


The case was given to the jury at 12:33 
o clock yesterday. The foreman communl- 
cated to the court soon after 8 o’cloc here 
was no chance of an agreement. Jucge Su!- 
Hvan held a conference with Prosecutor 
Frederic Burnham and Attorney Joseph R. 
Burres. All decided that the message from 
the jury room gave little hope of a verdict. 
Counsel agreed that the jury be discharged. 

The court ordered the defendant brought 
in. There was a strained look upon her 
face that almost amounted to an expression 
of dread. In each cheek, ordinarily saliow 
from prison confinement, there was a bright 
red spot. She kept her eyes lowered. Attor- 
ney Burres explained the situation to her. 
His client’s face relaxed, her lips trembied, 


| and she was crying. 


Gentlemen, have you reached a verdict?” 
asked Judge Sullivan. 

We have not,“ replied Foreman Smith. 
The situation appears hopeless. Opinions 
are so firmly fixed that arguments have no 
effcct.’’ 

The court thanked the jurymen and dis- 
missed them. 


All Ballots 7 to 5. 


In the six ballots the voting was the same, 
7 to 5 for conviction. According to a poll 
the jurymen stood as follows: 

For conviction—Milton T. Wetmore, 
Marshall Knox, Joseph Kloss, Charles 
Weller, Joseph M. Moerschbaecher, 
Frank J. Noonan, and Paul C. Gallagher. 

For acquittal—Raymond T. Duffy, An- 
drew Smith, Henry O. Bicknell, Stephen 
‘McAlvany, and Jervey O. Keneipp. 

Mrs. Vermilya will be tried a second time 
probably within a month. It is customary in 
such cases to admit the defendant to bail, 
Her attorneys will apply to the court for her 
release tomorrow. 

The Vermilya trial began March 21 and 
lasted sixteen days. The

SUBURBAN HOUSE 


Storm Damages Property and 
Injures Score of Persons 
in Niles Township. 


WRECKAGE IN WILMETTE 


Lightning Imperils Family When 
Fire Starts in West Side 
Barn. 


TREES RIPPED UP FROM ROOTS 


A wind storm of terrific force ripped a 200 
foot belt, of ruin across the northern suburbs 
of Chicago late yesterday afternoon. 

Frame buildings were torn from their 
foundations, chimneys were thrown down, 
windows ‘were smashed, and trees were up- 
rooted by the drive of a forty-five mile wind 
weighted down with a heavy rain. Lightning 
also did considerable damage. A score of 
persons were injured. 

The township of Niles and the village of 
Wilmette received the brunt of the gale. 
Here witnesses swore the storm lifted heavy 
objects straight into the air, and that the 
center of the disturbance was a dark, heavy 
cloud hanging close to the earth. 


House Is Overturned, 


Only the edge of the tempest touched the in- 
ner sections of Chicago, but a great down- 
pour of rain for a few minutes swept the 
street clear of pedestrians. Lightning also 
flashed over the city, and was the cause of 
at least one bad fire and other property dam- 
age. 

The most spectacular event was the over- 
turning of,the house of Peter Tiltges on the 
Gross Point road. Mrs. Tiltges, three chil- 
dren, and Mrs. Walter Nichols, a visitor, 
were in the house. The frame structure was 
toseed several feet off ite foundations and 
turned on its side, but the inmates escapad 
| with their lives. A fourth child of the family 
was sitting on the back porch and escaped 
almost uninjured. 

Three greenhouses owned by John P. Jen- 
netten were crushed by the wind and rain. 
The owner, three sons, and an employé were 
hurt by the falling glass and timbers.

„All of us but Christian were able to get out 
ot the building before the arrival of Philip 
Doetsch, a neighbor, who hurried over with 
his son Otto to help us. 

Doetsch and his son entered the wrecked 
house and found Christian Tiltges pinned 
under a portion of the wrecked chimney. 
It was taken to the Doetsch home, where 
he was given medical attention. 


Sees Storm Coming. 


Jennetten in speaking of his experience 
with the storm seid he first noticed the shak- 
ing and swaying of a wire he was trying to 
fix up over a cucumber bed. 

„I knew something was wrong, and looking 
out of the windows I saw the storm approach- 
ing,” said Jennetten. ‘ I shouted to my boys 
and Smith, who was helping us, but before 
any of us had a chance to run, the wind 
crushed down the greenhouses. 

“We were all knocked down and buried 
under a mass of broken glass ai A woodwork, 
After getting out of the wreck I found my son 
Matties,who had been caught under the pipe, 
and pulled him out. He had two small holes 
in the back of his head, where he had been 
cut by glass.

state. 

State Senator Hugh 8. Magill as an an- 
nounced progressive has been on the stump 
since early last fall. He is superintendent ot 
the public schools at Princeton, Bureau coun- 
ty, and has the first place on the bailot. He 
stands for the principles of the progressive 
wing of the party, he has repeatedly declared. 

Col. James Hamilton Lewis is the only can- 
didate for the United States senatorship on 
The early part of a 
speaking campaign which has carried him 
generally over the state was devoted to urg- 
ing the senatorial committees to provide for 
the nomination of enough Democrats to con- 
trol the joint assembly. This he succeeded 
in accomplishing, and he is now ‘noping that 
all Democrats who vote in the primaries will 
mark the ballots for him, to be used later as a 
campaign argument preceding the general 
election. 


Two Additional Congressmen. 


By the new census and the reapportion- 
ment act passed by congress, Illinois is 


entitled to two additional congressmen in 


the next Congress. The Illinois legisla- 
ture at its last session, rent by factional 
strife, failed to pass a redistricting act, and 
two congressmen are therefore to be nom- 
inated and elected from the state at large. 

There are nine candidates for the two 
nominations. The name of Burnett M. Chip- 
erfield of Canton is at the head of the List, 
and the indications are that he will get a 
heavy vote. Mr. Chiperfield, who has been 
a member of the legislature for several ses- 
sions, possesses a large personal following. 
It is understood that political differences 
which have existed for some years between 
him and other party leaders, have been 
settled amicably. 

Former United States Senator William E. 
Mason is considered to be ihe Chicago can- 
didate by the political leaders. Under or- 
dinary circumstances, Chicago would get at 
least one of the additional districts, and upon 
this theory, and with the backing of the 
regular Republican organization in Cook 
county, the nomination is asked for by Mr. 
Mason. 


Editor Southern Candidate. 


J. Paige, editor of a Republican newspaper 
at Marion. He is particularly well known 
in the downstate region, and has made many 
campaigns for the Republican ticket. all 
through the state. He was elected clerk 
of the Supreme “court for the southern dis- 
| trict at one time, and is an orator of ability. 
He served acceptably in the Illinois legisla-

State Senator Erastus D. Telford of Salem, 
who succeeded Daniel Webster Holstlaw in 
the upper house at Springfield, is the candi- 
date of the progressive Republicans, and has 
campaigned the state in conjunction with 
Senators Jones and Magill. Harry L. Heer 
of Galena is one of the original Roosevelt 
men in northwestern Illinois. He is Circuit 
clerk of Jo Davies county and chairman of

fications are regarded as good.

The public may not know it, but this prac- 
tice eventually kills the trees,” S. J. Rosen- 
blatt, another member, said.

“The rich man who is a good citizen first 
of all and a rich man only next stands ona 
level with all other good citizens and the 
rich man of this type is with us in this con- 
test just as other good citizens who happen 
to de wage earners or retail traders or pro- 
fessional men are with us. 

But the rich man who trusts in his riches, 
the rich man who feels that his wealth en- 
titles him to more than his share of polit- 
ical, social, and industrial power, is nat- 
urally against us. 

“So likewise the men of little faith, the 
timid men who fear the people and do not 
tom of their hearts disbelieve in our whole 
are also against us. But, friends, this is 
no new thing. This is exactly what hap- 
pened fifty-four years ago when out of the 
plain people of the old Whig party and the 
plain people of the old Democracy, Lincoln 
and those like him fashioned the Republican 
party. 


Quotes Letter of Lincoln. 

In November, 1858, after Lincoin’s defeat 
for the senatorship here in Illinois, he wrote 
to a friend from Springfield as follows: 

„As a general rule, out of Sahgamon, 
as well as in it, much of the plain old 

Democracy is with us, while nearly all 

the old exclusive silk stocking Whiggery 
is against us. I don't mean nearly all the 

old Whig party, but nearly all of the nice, 
exclusive sort. And why not? There has 
been nothing in politics since the revolu- 
tion so congenial to their nature as the 
present position of our opponents. Iam 
glad I made the late race. ~ 

It gave me a bearing on the great and 
durable question ot the age which I could 

have had in no other way, and though I 

now sink out of view and shall be forgot- 

ten I belleve I have made some marks 
which will tell for the cause of civil lib- 
erty after I am gone. 


Same Conditions Apply Today. 

“This exactly describes the present situa- 
tion. The individuals who believe in privi- 
lege and those who distrust the people were 
against Lincoln then and they are against 
us now. 
„It is announced in the papers that Mr. 
Joseph Choate is to head an association of 
lawyers to protest against our proposals for 
seeing the rule of the people made genuine | 
and for insisting that social justice shall pre- 
vall against every form of reaction, even 
though the form taken at the moment may 
be thet of a reactionary court which acts 
as a bulwark of privilege and of the special 


interests. 
“Mr, Choate and those with him have 


either forgotten or do not care to remem- 
ber (and certainly they never allude to) the 
fact that Lincoln in 1858 and later fought 
his fight largely on the issue we now raise. 
He insisted that when the court, asin the 
Dre@ Scott case, misrepresented the people 
and stood against the rights of the people 
and against justice in the interest of special 
privilege and of tyranny, then it became the 
duty of all friends of true freedom tem- 
perately and resolutely to continue the fight 
for human rights without regard * who the 
opponents might be. 
Enemies Pettifog Issue. 

“Mr. Choate now says, according to the 
papers, that he is ‘ defending the constitu-. 
tion.’ So, over half a centuryago, Presidents 
Buchanan and Pierce and Chief Justice Taw- 
ney said, when they were defending the con- 
stitution against Lincoln, and James Russell 
Lowell; spoke of them as ‘ pettifogging the 
constitution.’ 

“Tt is even more true-teday that our op- 
ponents who say they are championing the 
constitution, are merely pettifogging the 
constitution, and they are pettifogging it in 
the interest of chivalry. 

“Bight years ago, when Mr. Parker ran

Taft Men Concede That Roose- 
velt Will Gain Strength 
in Primary. 


FISHER PRALSES CHIEF. 


Secretary Issues Statement Tell- 
ing Why President Should 
Be the Choice. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., April 6—[Special.]— 
The Taft managers are practically conceding 
tonight that Theodore Roosevelt will carry 
Illinois. They are bending their efforts to re- 
ducing the colonel’s majority as much as 
possible and will be content if they should 
make a respectable showing. 

The Taft organ here publishes a statement 
tonight saying that from the beginning II- 
nois has been known as Roosevelt territory,” 
and claiming that the Roosevelt organization 
in Chicago has been at work for more than 
two months. 

“ Under the circumstances," the statement 
says, the managers of the Taft campaign 
will not be surprised if at least half of the 
delegates of the state should go to Roose- 


| velt.”’ 


Some Concede Big Majority. 
Some of the men associated with the Taft 
campaign say that Roosevelt might possibly 
take two-thirds of the delegates from the 
state. Although such an outcome would be 


‘discouraging, it would, they assert, have no 


effect on the final result of the contest. 
It is realized by the Taft men that Illinois’ 
vote will have a tremendous moral influency’ 


upon the rest of the country. It is this fact 


which is responsible for the earnest efforts 
being made to induce Chairman Barnes of 
New York to agree to instruct the delegates 
at large for Taft. 


It is hoped to offset Illinois by New York, | 


although at the Empire state's convention 
only four @elegates will be instructed and 
the rest of the delegation will remain unin- 
structed. Barnes has not given his consent 
to the appeal of the administration and it is 
not considered desirable to offend him. In 
the meantime statements are being given out 
asserting that the New York delegates at 
large will be instructed for the president. 


Statement Made by Fisher. 

Scretary of the Interior Walter Fisher, in 
a statement issued from the Taft headquar- 
ters, explains that the reason he is not par- 
ticipating in the primary campaign is be- 
cause of his recent trip to Panama and con- 
sequent pressure of official duties at the pres- 
ent time, and also because of illness in his 
family.” 

Taking up the argument in favor of 


President Taft, Mr. Fisher sald that the na 


tion faced problems of the greatest difficul- 
ty and that “ the people are determined that 
old abuses shall no longer be tolerated.”’ 

Whether the remedies will be wise or un- 
wise, constructive or destructive, depends 
largely upon the choice of the next chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation, said Secretary Fisher. 
Most of all, I think, it depends upon the 
choice of the Republican nominee. 

“I belleve that nominee should be Presi- 
dent Taft, first, because he believes in popu- 
lar government to be achieved through rep- 
resentative democracy, by means of which 
alone genuine am enduring popular govern- 
ment can be secured for the people of . 
country; 

“Second, because he has 1 
constructive ability at a time when construc- 


tive statezmanship is needed as never be- 


fore since the republic was founded; 

“Third, because upon the principles which 
he has advocated and upon the progress he 
has achieved the Republican party must 
stand at the election.“ 


PRESIDENT INDORSED IN UTAH. 
Salt Lake City, Utah, April 6.—President 
Taft was indorsed for renomination at a 


meeting of the Republican state central com- -‘ 


mittee today. The state Republican con- 
vention will be held at Provo on May 15 to | 
select delegates to the national convention. | 
Only one member of the committee was out- 
spoken for Roosevelt. The vote stood 15 to 7. 


PRESIDENT LEADS IN NEVADA. 

Reno, Nev., April 6.—Early returns from 
the state primary elections indicate that 
Taft delegates will control the state conven- 
tion. The Roosevelt ticket has been snowed 
under in Reno. 

Taft won in the primary in Carson City. 
The Roosevelt ticket was defeated by ap- 
proximately one-fourth of the total vote. The 
election brought out more voters than ary, 
in a number of years. 

Gov. Oddie ard a number of state office 
holders supported Roosevelt. 


TAFT LEADING IN KENTUCKY. 

Louisville, Ky.. April 6.—Returns from all 
but ten of the 118 Republican county mass 
conventions in the state indicate Taft sup- 
porters will control ten of the eleven con- 
gressional district conventions and the state 
convention, and that twenty-four of Ker- 
tucky's delegates to the national Republican 
convention will be instructed for Taft and 
two for Roosevelt.

He began to court me. I could get passes 
and favors from him.

Many Named in Prologue. 

Directors of public utility corporations and 
railroads, public officiais, and politicians are 
named by Ruef in his prologue and he de- 
clares he will show how money was promised 
and peid. 

“Since the heavy doors of the state prison 

closed behind me.“ he says, {I have given 

uch contidwration.to the events and m- 
fluences which ended so ignominously a lte 
full of hope. I believe much good can come 
from a straightforward statement of my ex- 
periences. I have determined to make such 
a Statement. I shall] give circumstantially 
ell important facts and events, including 
those leading up to and embracing the San 
Francisco graft prosecution.”’ 


Wil Tell About Franchise. 

Here Ruef mentions the granting of a. 
franchise to a street railway company and 
says he will show how money was paid for 
the privilege. 

“I shall give a full account of the fa- 
mous Santa Cruz convention which nomi- 
nated Gov. Gillette, he continues, and 
of all.my conferences in relation thereto.”’ 

Ruef begins his narrative with a confes- 
sion of repentance. 

“With others I cotperated in selling out 
the city of San Francisco. and so I am in 
a prison cell.“ he says. It has taken these 
stone walls, thie area six by ten, where 
the only light or air is that which comes 
from a narrow wicket to bring me to the 
full realization of this betrayal. I started 


I hed the usual high ideals of that period. 
How and why my life flew so wide of its 
goal I am determined to trace and to write 
in detall in the hope that it may prove of 
public benefit and may make amends for 
what society has lost by my work. 


Does Not e Revenge. 

“TY shall write without eXténuation of my- 
self or those who cojperated with me. How- 
ever harehly I may write, it will be without 
malice or ill will and with no desire to have 
others suffer as I have suffered. 

Ruef tells of his becoming disgusted with 
politics and with having decided to devote 
himself exclusively to law. He refers to two 
railroad “ fixers.’ 

For ten years I was associated with these 
two men“ he continues. “I wrote their 
platforms. 1 ‘made their nominating 
speeches. I quit from time to time and 
joined the independent reform movements, 
only to learn that they were controlled by 
the same big interests. I drifted with the 
machine.” 


SWIFT ATTORNEY EXPLAINS 
MYSTERY OF BEEF VERDICT. 
Col. G. T. Buckingham Says Government 


Cannot Convict Unless Definite In- 
jury to Public Is shown. 


Ool. George T. Buckingham, attorney for 
the Swift interests in the recent packers’ 
trial, insists that until a definite injury to 
the public is shown by the government none 
of the government prosecutions under the 
Sherman anti-trust act can result in convic- 
tion. 

His belief is embodied 1 a rie he has 
just written, termed The Mystery of the 
Packers’ Verdiet,“ published in he current 
issue of the Chicago Magazine His conclu- 
i sions follow: 

The effect of this litigation is far reach- 
ing. It demonstrates that a deep seated gen- 
eral public prejudice does not necessarily pre- 
vent individuals, even individuals of great 
wealth, and, therefore, supposed objects of 
popular disfavor, from having facts calmly 
considered by twelve laymen from the body 
of the peopbe, and a just decision rendered 
upon such facts, uninfluenced by public 
clamor, or by any other consideration than 
the evidence. 

‘‘ Prosecutions under the Sherman act wili 
fail, unless the government can show anti- 
social condtct on the part of the accused, 
calculated to result, or which has resulted, 
in injury to the public by way of enhance- 
ment of prices, or cgeaticon of monopoly. 

“The failure of this conspicuous prosecu- 
tion will assure the business public that al- 
though vague laws may be written on the

PHYSICIANS GIVE HINTS ON MILK 


Certified Article Declared Worth the 
Differencein Price Because of Its 
Food Value Alone. 


The importance of clean milk and the valve 
of certified milk were shown last night by 
Dr. Robert A. Black, Dr. R. R. Ferguson, 
and Dr. Frederick ‘Tice, who spoke at a 
meeting in the public library building under 
the auspices of the Chicago Medical society. 

“There is Just as much of a contrast be- 
tween good and bad milk as between good 
and bad meat,” said Dr. Black. The certi- 
fied milk is worth the difference in the price 
because of its food value alone.” 

Dr. Ferguson gave the following method 
for keeping milk received early in the morn- 
ing cool until breakfast time: 

“Get a: wooden box, with a cover, about 
24 by by 10 inches. Put a pail in the 
cen large enough to hold a quart bottle. 
F ili the rest of the box with sawdust. hivery 
4 evening scatter a few small pieces of ice 
over the sawdust. No matter how late you 
sleep, the milk will keep cool.”

“A man can't do 25 cents worth of work 
on a 5 cent stomach.”

McDowell Gives Concrete Example. 

Mr. McDowell offered a concrete exampie. 
He told of sending out 150 men of his winter 
“ coffee line to work at some rather heavy 
grading labor in the winter time. 

“The fellows hadn't had anything to eat 
for a day or two,“ he said, and they simply 
weren't able to do the work. Because they 
lacked strength the bosses thought they 
were ‘ soldiering and fired the bunch. Then 
I caught it from the firm. I told them what 
the trouble was. They got more men and 
fed them and they did their work well. It’s 
to the companies’ interest to expend an extra 
15 cents a day, if they get a dollar's worth 
more work.“ 


Sugar Diet Stops Drinking. 

Prof. Charles R. Henderson cited the case 
ef a western railroad syndicate which be- 
eves that taking care of its laborers means 
big returns to the company. 

“The man who worked it out was trying 
to stop liquor drinking among the employés,’’ 
the speaker said. He found that by feed- 
ing the men sugar they lost much of their ap- 


petite for liquor, and the company got more 


work out of them.“ 

That's a fact, too,” Mr. McDowell added. 
We started that in the coffee line a year 
ago, after consultation with Health Com- 
missioner Evans. We made the coffee so 
sweet I could hardly drink it, but the men 
liked It and the sugar did them more lasting 
good than the coffee”

REBELS LOSE 100 AT NECAXA 


Forty Killed and Sixty Captured 
When Caught in Ambash. 


LEAVE ARMS ON THE FIELD. 


La Barra, Bick in Mexico, Receives a 
Hearty Welcome from Friends. 


Mexico City, April 6.—Forty rebels were 
killed and sixty prisoners taken by a force 
of federals today near Necaxa, in the state 
of Puebla, where the city electric power 
plant is located. 

Col. Hernandez, in command of the fed- 
erals, having learned of the approach of the 
rebels, placed a number of rapid fire guns 
to command their route to Necaxa, which 
is 100 miles to the northeast of this city. 

Ambush Proves Successful. 

The ambush was successful and the fed- 
erals, besides causing great havoc in the 
rebel force, captured a large amount of 
arms, ammunition, and dynamite. 

Col. Nestor Pino Suarez, brother of the 
vice president, Jose M. Pino Suarez, was 
killed in battle near Pericos, about forty 
miles from Cullacan, state of Sinaloa. He 
was leading a force of 400 federals against 
a large number of rebels, of whom more 
than 100 were killed in the battle, while the 
federals had fifty dead. 

Welcome for La Barra. 

Vera Cruz, April 6.—Francisco de la Barra 
who arrived here yesterday from Europe 
was angaged all day in receiving delegations 
the members of which came to extend to him 
their welcome back to Mexico. Among those 
who called were Frederico Gonzalez Garza, 
a secretary of the president, and Manuel Ur- 
quidi, subsecretary of communications, rep- 
resenting the administration. Commissions 
from various cantons of Vera Cruz, student 
bodies from the capital and the state of 
Queretaro, commercial and industrial inter- 
ests all were represented.

The government is getting anxious over the 
thousands of destitute Italians who have 
been expelled from Syria. Those who came 
from Aleppo.

In spite of the efforts of the government 
cnly eighty-two laborers and their families 
have been sent to Tripoli, although they were 
furnished with transportation, food, and 
shelter free. 

Such a costly method of colonization on a 
large scale is impossible, and the Syrian ex- 
es will therefore probably increase the emi- 
gration to the United States.

Believed Ultra Violet Rays of 
; Sun Handicap Science. 


EIFFEL TOWER TO BR BASE. 


Messages Will Be Sent in Different 
Directions on April 23.

PARIS. April 6.—Remarkable experiments 
in connection with wireless telegraphy win 
be made here during: the. eclipse, of the sun 
on April 23, which will obs¢ure four-fifths 
of the sun's rays in France. 

It has been noticed for a long time the 
distance to which Marconigrams can be dia- 
patched varies greatly, acgording to the 
time of day and the direction. A message 
sent by rapid vibrations which will mot carry 
more than 700 miles during the day can be 
sent two or three times that distance after 
sunset, especially toward the south, while 
whe lewer vibrations are used they can be 
transmitted further during the day. 


Rays of Sun Handicap. 

It is believed these curious facts are due 
to the ultra violet rays off the sun, but this 
has not yet been ascertained, on account of 
the great changes in atmospheric conditions 
which take place between day and night. 

It is considered that during the eclipse, 
when the greater part of these rays are rap- 
idly cut off, will be an idéal occasion for 
making decisive tests. The wireless station 
on Eiffel tower will send messages continu- 
ally from a little before Ss eclipse until 
a littie after. 


Messages in Every D Direction. 

They will be sent in several directions, e- 
pecially from north to south and west to 
east. If it is found that to force these pas- 
sages varies with the progress of the eclipse, 
it will be considered proved beyond a doubt 
that the ultra violet rays of the sun are a 
powerful factor in the energy'of the Hertzian

LONDON, Apri} 6.—With the passing of 
the coal strike menace the home rule ques 
tion once more takes first place in the thought 
of British statesmen. The negotiations be- 
tween the cabinet and the Irish leaders have 
succeeded in reconciling all opinions and 
producing a large, generous measure of full 
self-government for Ireland. 

The two Irish parties are playing their 
great card before the entfance to the battle, 
The meeting in Dublin last Sunday was a 
gigantic success, attesting, firet, that the 
overwhelming mass of Irish opinion demands 
home rule, and, secofidly, establishing the 
position of John Redmond and his party to 
speak for the nation and demand a measure 
which meets their approval. 

This meeting in its springtide of national 
enthusiasm and conffdence in the party sub- 
merges the crank, sham extremist, and trait. 
or, and assures the acceptance of the bill 
at the coming convention. 


All Fears May Be Diremiseed. 

All apprehension, real or false, with re- 
gard to the decision of that body on the bin 
to be introduced by Premier Asquith and 
accepted by Redmond may be dismissed. 
Not 200, perhaps not a dozen men, will be 
found out of the 3,000 summoned to the con- 
vention to raise any protest against Red- 
mond and the party’s decision. 

The last card of the Tories will be a counter 
meeting in Belfast next Tuesday. This un- 
doubtedly will be large, as vast sums have 
been spent on special trains and other devices 
to bring people from long distances without 
any expense to them. |

ment, to exasperate English opinion, espe- 
clally among the working classes. 

The prosecution of Tom Mann and other 
syndicalists for similar appeals are regarded 
by even strong friends of the governmeng 
as unfortunate, though probably forced on 
them by the open challenge of the syndica- 
lists and the exasperation of English opinion 
in the face of the tremendous risk of a na- 
tional strike and a widespread disturbance 
as a possidle consequence. 


One Law for Rich and Poor. 

This exasperaiion wae increased by the 
immunity extended to Orange peers and the 
privy councilor, who use the same language 
and the same incitements in Ulster, and the 
cry is rising up that if poor people are prose- 
cuted for violent language rich. people should 
get the same measure of even handed justice. 
No appeal more profoundly affects the 
English workingmen,. who hate, above all 
things, any suspicion-of one law for the rich 
and another for the poor. 

Ulster men who know the country well 
laugh to scorn all Orange stories of secret 
drillings, importation of arms, and violent 
threats. All were heard in previous stages 
of the Irish struggle, especially when. the 
Irish church was disestablished, and every- 
body knows that if these threats ended in 
words forty years ago they will do so more 
certainly now since the destruction of land- 
lord power in Ulster and the rapid growth of 
a strong democratic, and even socialistic, 
feeling among the workingmen of Belfast. 

So everything promises well for Thursday, 
April 11, when Premier Asquith unfolds the 
third scheme of settling the Irish difficulty. 


| Balfour Hates Fuss. 

„ Arthur Balfour reéntered the house of 
commons just in the fashion one would ex- 
pect from his general characteristics. He is 
at bottom a modest and shy man. He hates 
fuss and exuberance of speech or action. and 
therefore it was quite inevitable that he 
should reénter the house when the military 
appropriations were under discussion and 
when the benches were empty,as they usually 
are at such a time. 

He was not allowed, however, to escape no- 
tice, and Col. Seely, the under secretary for 
war. who is a genial and breezy as well as 
striking personality, happening to rise to 
speak just at the moment, paid him a hand- 
some little compliment. 

Immediately there were cheers from the

eral. more heartily than from the Tory 
benches. For the last few years Balfour has 
been more popular with his political foes than 
with his political friends. 


Stories of Alliance. 
At once the newspaper chroniclers whe 
haunt the lobbies of the house of commons 
were busy weaving new combinations. There 
was to be a big rapprochement between 
the men of the centers of the two parties, 
and Premier Asquith and Balfour were to 
be allied chiefs of this combination. 
Balfour was to rush to the front by making 
striking speeches on home rule and easily 
displacing A. Bonar Law, the new Tory 
leader, and resuming once more his ascen- 
dency in the councils of his party. 
I do not believe there is a word of founda- 
tion for all these elaborate calculations. Bal- 
four has his freedom, and he is not likely te 
replace the chains upon his Umbs. 
Apart from all other considerations, his 
health could not stand the strain of leader- 
ship, especially at an epoch when the bur- 
dens of English public men are growing not 
leas, Dut more oppressive every day. 


New Governmental Action. 

It is, for instance, quite an innovation in 
English life for ministers to interfere active- 
ly, as they are doing today, in a great labor 
trouble. Up to a few years ago all that a 
government was expected to do was to keep 
the ring and let the combatants fight it out 
till one or the other was exhausted. 

Today the three ministers who are most 
prominent have had to deyote many hours 
‘every day to trying to bring the mine owners 
and the miners to an agreement, and you 
have only to look at the faces of the ministers

May Lose Its Autonomy and 
Disappear as a European 
Kingdom. 


FRIENDS DESERT NATION. 


Internal Strife of Last Few Years 


Has Alienated Sympathy 


Abroad and at Home.

Hungary, but the insufferable attitude to- 
ward the aged emperor and in particular by 
the coarse abuse and indignities of every kind 
hurled at the head of the venerable monarch 
in the lower house of parliament at Budapest 
last week, is in a fair way to alienate the sym- 
pathies of foreign nations, which have been 
of so much use in days gone by, while the rep- 
utation of the Magyars for chivalry and gen- 
erosity is rapidly becoming a thing of the 
past. 
When Francis Joseph dies—and the event 
cannot long be deleyed, since he is now over 
82 years of age—Hungary’'s hour of reckoning 
will come. 

It is well known the next ruler of the dual 
empire will have no such treasures of indul- 
gence toward the Magyars as his uncle. 


Parliament Breaks Faith. 

For he has full knowledge of the intolerable 
behavior of the Hungarian parliament dur- 
ing the last fifteen years, how repeatedly it 
has broken faith, how constantly it has put 
forward the most preposterous and exagger- 
ated demands, entirely contrary to the stipu- 
lations of the constitution which was granted 
by the emperor-king amid the most wild man- 


ifestations of enthusiastic ‘gratitude, on the 


occasion of his coronation with the crown of 
St. Stephen at Budapest in 1867. 

The heir apparent has been made aware by 
sad experience how frequently Hungary has 


1 failed in its obligations toward Austria, obli- 


gations of every conceivable character, and 
how by its attempts to intrigue with foreign 
powers, by its everlasting refusals to vote 
it molety of the money required for national 
defense, it has repeatedly placed the impe- 
rial government in a most annoying and 
troublesome position. 


Know of Past Tyranny. 
Last, but not least, the present and future 


rulers of the dual empire thoroughly appre- 


clate the degree to which the Hungarians 
have tyrannized over the Slavs and the 
Croats, also over the Transsylvanians, treat- 
ing them with perfectly orienta} despotism, 
while proclaiming themselves the champions, 
above all other civilized nations, of liberty, 
progress, and democracy. } 

Now, although Hungary claims a popula- 
tion of some -20.000,000, the Magyars them- 
selves do not represent more than 8,000,000 
of this number. The remainder of the popu- 
lation of Hungary is made up of Slovaks, 
Croats, Serbs, Rumanians, or rather Trans- 
sylvanians, Ruthenians, Germans etc., and 
since all the franchise and all the political 
power are by dint of political gerrymandering 
monopoplized in the hands of certain cor- 
rupt Magyer machines, parliament and the 
political element of Budapest, in no sense 
of the word, represents the people of Hungary 
as a whole. 


Rebellion Against Rule. 

Far from it, for, wonderful to describe, the 
antagonism of the Hungarian nation at large 
against the Magyar legislature and admin- 
istration at Pesth, which are held in such 
aversion by two-thirds of the population, 
that the Croats started a fullfiedged rebellion 
against the government last week, a couple 
of days after the insulting of the emperor in 
parliament at Pesth becoming known. 

The Croats are an intensely industrious 
people, which the Hungarians are not, and 
they have been noted for two characteris- 
tics—one their unswerving devotion and loy- 
alty to the reigning house of Hapsburg, and 
the other their deep rooted 8 ot the 
Magvars. 

It is probable that yielding to 1 ad- 
vice from Vienna the present uprising of the 
Croats will subside. The imperial authori- 
ties will then have their hands full to pro- 
tect the champions of the emperor’s name 
from the vengeance of the Magyars. 


Great Opposition to Magyars. 

But what I wish to point out is this—that 
when the emperor dies, should the Magyars 
put into execution their long and loudly 
promised project of proclaiming Hungary’s 
complete separation from Austria—a separa- 
tion as thorough as that of Norway from 
Sweden—or should they attempt to stir up 
any trouble against Vienna, they would find 
themselves overwhelmed by the 14,000,000 
people of non-Magyar race in Hungary—peo- 
ple who abhor everything that is Magyar, 
and who will be only too glad to fight for 
the empire, no longer dual, but unified. 

Nor will the Magyars receive any sympathy 
from the remainder of the dual empire. For 
the aversion in which the Magyar politicians 
are held at Vienna as public nuisances, and 
as frothy mouthed demagogues, devoid of 
all sense of public and private honor, is be- 
yond all conception. 


Bohemian Hate Is Bitter. 

The Magyars are even still more hated by 
the Bohemians, who, in the first place, resent 
the idea that Hungary should have com- 
plete autonomy, whereas the ancient king- 
dom of Bohemia should be administered as a 
mere province. 

There is not one atom of sympathy between 
the two nationalities, and if anything were 
needed to add to the bitterness of the Croats 
against the Magyars it is the tyrannic treat- 
ment by the later of the Slavs in the south. 

The Poles in Galicia would hail the oppor- 
tunity of marching against the Magyars: 
and, indeed, with most of the Hungarian 
militia more loyal to the dynasty than to 
the parliament at Pesth, any Magyar rising 
promoted by the professional politicians who 
have been causing so much trouble and dis- 

turbance at Budapest during the last three 
or four decades will be short lived indeed, 
and Hungary would be reduced to its former 
role of a province, with the same amount of 

autonomy as Bohemia, instead of being 
treated as an almost entirely separate king- 
dom—a kingdom which seems to think it 
quite natural that it should play the fret 
yiolin to Austria's second fiddle. 


No Need to Seek Sympathy. 

It would be uselers for Hungary to look 
for any sympathy outside. Germany might 
be relied upon to accord to Austria all the 
moral and material support that might be 
needed, if any were required. 

France has long since convinced Austria 
that the public speech delivered by Paul 
Deschanel, the speaker of the chamber 

of deputies, declaring France should hold 
— in military readiness to take advan- 
tage of the breakup of the Austro-Hungartan 
empire on the death of Francis Joseph, aia 
not represent the policy of the nation, and 
Deschanel himself has made the most abject

Russia and Hungary at Odds. 


Between Russia and Hungary there exists 
the most intense hatred, which has lasted 
ever since Muscovite Cossacks were employed 
to crush the Hungarian revolution of 1849. 

Roumania, with its large army so splendid- 
ly organized and equipped by its Hohenzol- 
lern king, would soon overrun Hungary, its 
forces being joined by those Rumanians who 
are still under the cruel and oppressive sway 
of Hungary. 

Servia would follow the example of. Ru- 
mania, having many bitter grudges, not only 
but also economic, against Hun- 
gary; while any tendency which Italy, or 
even the Italian speaking provinces of Aus- 
tria, might manifest towards helping the 
Hungerians, would be quickly stopped in 
deference to a.hint from St. Petersburg. 

In England, where in 1849 Kossuth was 
regarded as a popular hero, and where the 
Magyar cause excited the utmost national 
enthusiasm, public sentiment has entirely 
changed. 


Loses England’s Friendship. 

Hungary has alienated all the good felling 
which it formerly enjoyed in Great Britain by 
its failure to keep its pledges and, above all, 
by the ridicule which it has brought upon 
those parliamentary institutions which the 
Magyars so proudly claim they have modeled 
on those at Westminster. 

The scenes of Hoodliganism in the lower 
housé of the national! legislature at Budapest 
are without parallel in Europe, and any one 
who happens to have in his Hbrary the works 
of Mark Twain will recall the description 
which he gives of the crazy pandemonium 
which prevailed at the session which he de- 
scribes. 

Even here in America, where public enthu- 
siasm in 1849 was quite as strong as in Eng- 
land, the name of Kossuth is no longer one 
with which to conjure. It is perfectly true 
that most of the Hungarians who have come 
to this country as immigrants have developed 
into useful citizens of the United States. 


Faithful to King. 

But the longer they live here the less is their 
tolerance for the action of the professional 
politicians who have remained behind at 
Budapest, and the kindly affection and re- 
membrance with which they observe the 
birthday of their former king each year in 
every city where there happens to be a Mag- 
yar community furnishes ample evidence that 

they do not approve of the insults hurled at 
Francis Joseph in the last stages of the even- 
tide of his long and tragic reign. 

As for the American press, its attitude to- 
ward the differences between Francis Joseph 
and the political ring at Budapest is distinct- 


_ly adverse to the latter. The emperor is re- 


ferred to as a man of 82, made a widower 
by the assassination of the empress, beloved 
dy his people, with a fine record of national 
progress to justify that love, and who despite 
his age and his growing weakness is forced 
to make a stand for those powers of sover- 
elanty which are essential to the welfare of 
the whole people and which are now being 
denied him by a small but extremely noisy 
faction, insignificant as to numbers.”’ 


Monarch Can Be Statesman. 

The opinion is expressed that even 
hereditary monarchs may, in the opinion of 
Americans, be statesmen and patriots, and 
that the vanity of republicanism needs to 
be checked at times by a proper considera- 
tion of the governments of the world.” 

It is only fair to add that the trouble is 
confined almost entirely to the lower house 
of parliament, the members of which are 
mostly politicians of the carpetbag order. 

Unfortunately, by means of the votes which 
they control, they are occasionally able to 
force one of their number into the cabinet, 
usually with disastrous results. But the 
Hungarian house of lords is composed of an 


-entirely different element, and for the most 


part its members, especially those belonging 
to families of the old historic aristocracy, 
rarely allow their Magyar patriotism to get 
the better of their loyalty to and affection for 
their king. 

Nor need the qualifications which I have 
attributed to the vulgar machine politicians 
of the lower house be in any way applied 
to the table of magnates, as the house of 
lords is styled. 


Emperor Balks at Coercion. 


The point at issue between the parliament} 


at Budapest and its sovereign is the attempt 
to transfer from the hands of tae emperor to 
those of the Hungarian parliament the right 
to call out the entire Hungarian portion of 
the army in moments of necessity. 

This is a right vested in the hands of the 
executive of well nigh every nation, begin- 
ning with the president of the United States 
and including King George V., Emperor WIl- 
liam, the czar, and the king of Italy. 

In fact, it is a prerogative indispensable to 
the exercise of the executive power of a 
great nation. 

Naturally Francis Joseph absolutely re- 
fused to make any concession which is con- 
trary to the terms of the constitution, being 
supported therein by even his Hungarian 
ministem™, and he declares that sooner than 
yield would prefer to abdicate, an inti- 
mation which was received in parliament at 
Budapest with an insulting remark by the 
well known politician Poloni, a man who, 
though wearing on his breast an order con- 
ferred by Francis Joseph, declared the king 
had no power to throw up his job, as if he 
were the mere director of a company. 


MOVEMENT OF TURK TROOPS 
CAUSE OF STIR IN RUSSIA. 


Relations Between Countries May Reach 


Acute Stage Soon Through Acts of . 


Ottoman Government. 


LONDON, April 6.—The relations of Rus- 
sia and Turkey may at any moment reach 
an acute stage, and again the bone of conten- 
tion will be Persia. 

At the close of the Russo-Japanese war 
Turkey moved some troops into the Persian 
province of Azerbaijan, a strip of which has 
been in dispute for upwards of 200 years, 
Turkey claims the strip and Persia holds it, 
but the ownership has yet to be decided. 
The question has been a subject of negotia- 
tion, but while this has been going on Russia 
asserts Turkey has been slowly moving her 
forces forward. 

Turkey denies any aggressive intentions. 
The declaration ie made that troops were 
sent into the disputed territory only as a 
temporary expedient awaiting the outcome 
of friendly negotiations and if necessary a 
reference to The Hague tribunal. 

An Angilo-Russian commission, on the 
other hand, has reported the Russian asser- 
tion correct and has issued a map showing 
Turkey has taken possession of about 10,000 
square miles of Persian territory. 

Turkey's firmness in supporting its conten- 
tion has given rise to a suspicion in Russia 
that some other power is behind the Ottoman 
government.

‘While no statement to that effect could be 
obtained, the proceeding probably is intended 
to facilitate the early reorganization of the 
company. The court directed the receivers to 
continue the business of the company so that 
all its assets and interests as a going concern 
will be fully protected.

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LOSS OF LIVES CLOSES MINE 


Fee Owners of Norman Iron Pit 
Cancel the Lease. 


WORKED BY STEEL COMPANY. 


Action Probably Will Be Fought in 
Courts; Nineteen Men Killed. 


Duluth, Minn., April 6.—So great has been 
the loss of life during the last eight months 
in the operation of the big Norman mine. 
near Virginia, Minn., that the fee owners 
have canceled the lease held by the Oliver 
Iron Mining company (the United States 
Steel corperation). The notice was served 
Feb. 15, but the papers were not Sled until 
today. 

Not only has there been a great loss of life 
in the operation of the mine Guring the last 
year, say the fee owners, but the mine has 
been operated in a “reckless, haphazard, 
and ruinous manner.“ they claim. 


Will Fight Cancellation. 

The cancellation of the lease will undoubt- 
edly be fought in the courts by the Oliver 
oc mpany it was declared to@ay. It is under- 
stood the filing of the eancellation notice is 
only the first step in the direction of litigation 
to recover heavy damages from the Oliver 
company for what is termed by the feeholders 
“snismanagement” of the property. 

When asked about the matter, Attorney 
H. B. Fryberger, counsel for the fee owners, 
said: 

“This mine has been operated during the 
last year in a ruinous manner. 


Nineteen Men Killed. 

“ Our engineers inform me it will cost the 
fee owners half a million dollars to put the 
mine in shape to be operated without extreme 
danger to human life and to get the ore. 
Nineteen men have been killed during the last 
year and within a week 200,000 tone of rock 
fell twenty minates efter sixty miners left 
for the night.“ 

The fee owners of the mine are the Leon 
Tron company, the Higgins Iron company, 
and the Gilbert Investment company. The 
Oliver Mining company has held the lease 
since April 18, 1893.

SPRING CLEANUP URGED.

Tidying Streets and Neglecting 
Alleys Deplored; Cail to 
Every Citizen. 


Chicago's death rate was sent up by the 
long cold winter. The records show that %% 
more persons died in the city during the 
first three months of 1912 than during tho 
corresponding period in 1911. 

The figures were published tn the weekly 
bulletin of the health department yesterday. 

The publication commented regretfully 
upon the waste of life through preventa- 
ble diseases. This included 2,066 deaths from 
pneumonia and 1,098 from tuberculosis. Morse 
cheerfully, a decrease from the acute dis- 
eases of childhood was pointed out as was a 
40 per cent reduction in the death rate from 
typhoid fever.

Emphasis was laid upon the necessity” 
of immediate care of children as a safeguard 
against the arrival of warm weather. Moth- 
ers were urged to endeavor to “ keep the well 
babies well.“

This recall of devisions, then, evtends only to state decisions in that 
bort of the department of constitutional law where the highest courte of 
the several states énfofoe the le, liberty, and property clauses 0 e- 
of legislative power by their respective states.

State Court Decisions Infringing 


on Liberty of the People. 

The state decisions embraved by Mr: Roosevelt's recall of decisions are 
recent innovating definitions of the scope of the life, liberty, and property 
clauses as festtainta on the legislative power of the states. In IIIindis 
they began in 1886, in the above case of Millett vs. the people, 117 III., 
264, holding that the Illinois legislature cannot compel owners of mines 
to pay the miners on the basis of the weight of the coal mined. This 
Illinois case rests largely on the New York case in re Jacobs, 98 N. X., 
109, in 1885, which is the first case in New York where the New York 
Court of Appeals held that the New York legislature canno: forbid the 
making of cigars in tenement houses in cities of over 500,000 inhabitants. 
And it may be noticed that thie New York decision ignores the opinion 
of the majority of the Supreme court of the United States and rests 
mainly on the dissenting opinions in the\slaughter house cases, 16 Wal- 
, lace 36, in 1873, being the first cases coming into the Supreme court of 
the United States under the fourteenth amendment. 

When these state decisions first began to come doton they were at once 
questioned by leading mem bers of the legal profession throughout the 
country, who saw their wrong principle end dangerous tendency. The 
most notable protest against these decisions as a perversion of the judi- 
cial duty to pass on the constitutionality of legislation is by the late 
Prof. James B. Thayer in a paper entitled The Origin and Scope of 
Our American Doctrine of Constitutional Law,” read here in Chicago in 
1893 at the World’s Fair Congress of Lawyers. No defense of these 
state decisions can be found in the litereture of the law; certainly none 
that has attracted any attention or notice.

These state decisions are visibly turning large classes of people against 
the life, liberty, and property clauses, inclining them to Sécialism and to 
the idea of packing the courts to put policies into effect. 


Courts Are Not Superior to 


Legislature or the People. 

‘The duty of the state courts to enforce the life, liberty, and property 
clause by ignoring any state legislative act repugnant. to them does rot 
mean that the state courts are superior to the state legislatures. It only 
means, as Alexander Hamilton said, that the power of the people—the 
people of the state as respects the life, liberty, and ene, clause in the 


different laws by temporary and changing matorition,” and that it lays 
the ax at the foot of the tree of well ordered freedom and subjects the 
guarantees of life, liberty, and property without remedy to the fitful im- 
pulse of a temporary majority of an electorate.” 


A Criticism of All Popular. Government. 

This eriticism is really less a eriticism of my proposal than a criticism 
of all popular government. It is Wholly unfounded, unless it is founded 
on the belief that the people are findamentally untrustworthy. If the 
Supreme court's definition of due process in relation to the police power 
is sound, then an act of the legislature to promote the collective interests 
ot the community must be valid if it embodies a policy held by the pre- 
vailing morality or a preponderaut opinion to be necessary to the publie 
welfare. 


Let the People State Their Views of Justice. 

This is the question that I propose to submit to the people! How can 
the prevailing morality or a preponderant opinion be better and more 
exactly ascertained than by a vote of the people? The people must know 
better than the court what their own morality and their own opinion is. 
I ask that you, here, vou and the others like you, you the people, be 
given the chance te state your own views of justice and public morality, 


and not sit meekly by and have your views announced for you by well 


meaning adherents of outworn philosophies, who exalt the pedantry of 
formulas above the vital needs of human life. 

The object I have in view could probably be accomplished by an amend- 
ment of the state constitutions taking away from the courts the power

expressed will of the people, binding alike on both the state courts and 
the state legislatures as equal, codrdinate authorities on exactly the same. 
plane. 

As to the most appropriate mode of obliterating these state decisions: 
The best noncoercive mode is for the state courts to put themselves in 
liné behind the Supreme court of the United States, keeping step with it, 
following its decisions, and in cases of rational doubt holding state legis- 
lation constitutional, to the end that their decisions in such doubtful 
cases may be taken to Washington for review. This is the legal duty of 
the state courts under existing law, but, as a matter of fact, they do not 
do that, and seem not inclined to do it because of some strange, unde- 
fined, and undefinable notion of their independent judgment. 

The best coercive mode of obliterating these state decisions is for con- 
gress to pass afi act allowing a review of state decisions by the Supreme 
court of the United States when & state court decidés against constitu- 
tionality, as well as when it decides in favor of constitutionality. Such 
an amendment of the existing act of congress was recommended by the 
American Bar association last year. 


Roosevelt Plans to Return to 
Policies of Nation’s Founder. 


It is plain that Mr. Roosevelt's recall of decisions is not a merely local 
issue: it is a national issue. Under and-agreeably to the constitution of 
the United States, congress is the only body competent to coerce the 


state courts against their wills into conformity with the decisions of the 


Supreme court of the United States under the life, liberty, and property 
clauses. This is what Mr. Roosevelt's recall of decisions aims at. T. 
aime to restore to the legislative power of the several states that measure 
of freedom of state legislative discretion in the choice of means to pro- 
mote the public welfare in the several states that the Supreme court of 
the United States says rightfully belongs to the legislative power of the 


_ several states under the life, liberty, and property clauses. 


The ditty of the state courts! to enforce the life, liberty, and property 
clause in the fourteenth amendment is imposed upon them by the con- 
stitution of the United States, article VI., section 1, clause 2, which 
says: This constitution and the laws of the United ‘States which shall 
be made in*pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under the authority of the United States, shall be the supreme law 
of the land, and the judges in every state shall be bound thereby, any- 
thing 2 the constitution or laws of any state to the contrary notwith- 
standifig.” 

Whatever pressure the people of a state may bring to bear upon their 
state courts to influence their decisions under the life, liberty, and prop- 
eity clauses, and whatever may be the form of the pressure, whether an 
amendment of the state constitution, a law passed under the initiative 
and referendum, or a removal of judges by impeachment or popular 
recall, the existing constitution and laws of the United States restrain 
the people of a stati to confine that pressure to the point of compelling 
their state courts in line behind the Supreme court of the United 
States under those clauses, to keep in step with it, to follow its deci- 
siotis, and to hold state legislation constitutional in all cases of rational 
doubt, so that the case may be reviewed at Washington. 


Workmen’ Compensation Act * 
Held Unconstitationa 


in New York. 


wherein the York Court of Appeals held the New York workmen’s 
unconstitutional, the court said the life, liberty, and 
property clause, in a state constitution and in the fourteenth amendment 
nuy have different meanings as applied to a modern workmen’s compen- 
sition act. This idea rests upon no basis of fact whatever and evidently 
is the arbitrary creation of the New York court, as if the clergy expound- 
ing the word of God in the scripture should add to it, putting a thing 
inty it that is not there. And the New York court advised the people of 
New York to amend their state constitution to legalize a workmen’s com- 
pensation act. The advice is bad advice, because the people of a state, 
while they may cut down and cripple the legislative power of the state, 
mas not enlarge it under the life, liberty, and property clause of the 
fourteenth amendment; the New York court advised the people of New 
York to attempt the federally unconstitutional feat of enlarging the legis- 
lative power of New Lork under the fourteenth amendment. The New 
York court’s advice to the people proves convincingly that it was the 
legal duty of that court to sustain the New York workmen’s compensa- 
tion aét that came before it, to the end that its decision might be reviewed 
at Washington. : 

There ean de no question at all touching the soundness of the constitu- 
tional law involved in Mr. Roosevelt's seal of decisions. Whatever 
may be the political effect upon himeeclf, hie discussion of these state 
decisions in the Outlook and on the platform before the people is a dis- 
tinct service to the country. 

The great and growing diversity in results reached by the state courts 
and the Supreme court of the United States in cases involving the con- 
stitutionality of the same kinds of state legislation under the life, liberty, 
and property clauece deserves the circumspect consideration of the people. 
especially as the results reached at Washington are the more liberal to 
the people, though we are constantly and persistently told that the judges 
at Washington are “ corporation judges” and the state judges are “ peo- 
ple’s judges.” “ Wherefore by their ffuite ye shall Rnow them.”

Congressman 
Campbell, in a public speech in New Hampshire, in opposing the prop- 
osition to give the people real and effective control over all their servants, 
including the judges, stated that this was equivalent to allowing an 
appeal from the umpire to the bleachers. Doubtless Congressman Camp- 
bell was not himself aware of the cynical truthfulness with which he was 
putting the real attitude of those for whom he spoke. But it unquestion- 
ably is their real attitude. Mr. Campbell's conception of the part the 
American people should play in sélf-goverg t is that they should sit 
on the bleachers and pay the price of admi but should have nothing 
to say as to the contest which is waged in the arena by the professional 
politicians. Apparently Mr. Campbell ignores the fact that oan 
people are not mere onlookers at a game, that they have a 1 stake in 
the contest, and that democracy means nothing unless they are able and 
willing to show that they are their own masters. 


Constitution Not a Strait-Jachet. 

I am not speaking jokingly, nor do I mean to be unkind; for 1 repeat 
that many honorable and well meaning men of high character take this 
view and have taken it from the time of the formation of the nation. 
Essentially this view is that the constitution is a straitjacket to be used 
for the control of an unruly patient—the people. Now I hold that this 
view is not only false but mischievous, that our constitutions are instru 
ments designed to secure justice by securing the deliberate but effective 
expression of the popular will, that the checks and balances are valuable 
as far, and only so far, as they accomplish that deliberation, and that it 
is a warped and rthy and improper construction of our form ot 
government to see

Mr. Taft’s Serious Misconception. 
Mr. Taft says that “every class” should have a “ voice” in the gov- 
ernment. That seems to me a serious misconception of the American 
political situation. The real trouble with us is that some classes here

The same principle applies when Mr. Taft says that the judiciary 
islature and the executive are. This is perfectly true of the judge when 
he is performing merely the ordinary functions of a judge in suits be- 
tween man and man. It is not true of the judge engaged in interpeting, 
for instance, the due process clause —where the judge is ascertaining the 
preponderant opinion of the people (as Judge Holmes states it). 
be exercises that function he has no right to let his political philosophy 
reverse and thwart the will of the majority. In that function the judge 
must represent the people or he fails in the test the Supreme court has 
laid down. ‘Take the workmen’s compensation act here in New York. 
The legislators gave us a law in the interest of humanity and decency 
end fair dealing. In so doing they represented the people. and repre- 
sented them well. Several judges declared that law constitutional in our 
state, and several courts in other states declared similar laws constitu- 
tional, and the Supreme court of the nation declared a similar law affect- 
ing men in interstate business constitutional; but the highest court in the 
state of New York. the Court of Appeals, declared that we, the people of 
New York. could not have such a law. I hold that in this case the legis- 
lators and the judges aliké occupied representative positions; the differ- 
ence was merely that the former represented us well and the latter repre- 
sented us ill. Remember that the legislators promised that law, and were 
returned by the people partly in consequence of such promise. That 
judgment of the people should not have been set aside unless it were 
irrational. Yet in the Ives case the New York Court of Appeals praised 
the policy of the law and the end it sought to obtain, and then declared 
that the people lacked power to do justice! 


Mr. Taft’s Distrust of the People. 

Mr. Taft again and again, in quotations I have given and elsewhere 
through his speech, expresses his disbelief in the people when they vote 
at the polls. In one sentence he says that the proposition gives power- 
ful effect to the momentary impulse of a majority of an electorate and 
prepares the way for. the possible exercise of the grossest tyrrany.” Else- 
where he speaks of the “ feverish uncertainty” and unstable determi- 
nation of laws by temporary and changing majorities”; and again 
he says that the system I propose “ would result in suspension or appli- 
eation of constitutional guarantees according to popular whim,” which 
would destroy all possible consistency in constitutional interpretation. 
I should much like to know the exact distinction that is to be made be- 
tween what Mr. Taft calls “ the fitful impulse of a temporary majority ” 
when applied to a question such as that I raise and any other question. 
Remember that under my proposal to review a rule of decision by popu- 
lar vote, amending or construing to that extent the constitution, would 
certainly take at least two years from the time of the election of the 


legislature which passed the act. Now, only four months elapse between - 


the nomination and the election of a man as president, to fill for four 
years the most important office in the land. In one of Mr. Taft's 
speeches he speaks of “ the voice of the people as coming next to the 
voice of God.” Apparently, then, the decision of the people about the 
presidency, after four months’ deliberation, is to be treated as next to 
the voice of God”; but if after two years of sober thought they decide 
that women and children shall be protected in industry or men protected 
from excessive hours of labor under unhygienic conditions, or wage 
workers compensated when they lose life or limb in the service of others, 
then their decision forthwith becomes a whim and “ feverish” and 
“unstable and an exercise of “the grossest tyranny ” and tie “ laying 
of the ax to the foot of the tree of freedom.” 
he Fitful Impulses of Temporary Majorities.’’ 

It seems absurd to speak of a conclusion reached by the people after 


two years’ deliberation, after thrashing the matter out before the legisla- 
ture, after thrashing it out before the governor, after thrashing it out 


_ before the court and by the court, and then after full debate for four or 


six months, as the fitful impulse of a temporary majority.” If Mr.

he is right, it was the fitful impulse of a temporary majority which 
founded and another fitful impulse which perpetuated this nation. 

Well meaning, short sighted persous have held up their hands in horror 
at my proposal to allow the people themselves to construe the constitution 
which they themselves made. Yet this is precisely what the Association 
of the Bar of the City of New York proposed to do in the concurrent 
resolution which was introduced at their request into our legisiature on 


Jan. 16 last proposing to amend the state constitution by a section read- : 


ing as follows: Nothing contained in this constitution shall be con- 
strued to limit the powers of the legislature to enact laws” such as the 
workmen's compension act. in other words, the New York Bar associa- 
tion is proposing to appenl to the people to construe the constitution in 
such a way as will directly reverse the court.] They are proposing to 
appeal from the highest court of the state to the people. That is just 
what I propose to do; the difference is only one of method, not of pur : 


pose; my method will give better results and will give them more quickly. 


The Bar association by its action admits that the court was wrong and 
sets to work to change the rule which it laid down. As Lincoln an- 
Jounced of the Dred Scott decision in his debates with Douglas: Some- 
body has to reverse that decision, since it is made, and we mean to 
reverse it, and we mean to do it peaceably.” Was Lincoln wrong? Was 
the spirit of the nation that wiped out'slavery the fitful impulse of a 
temporary majority? 


A Just e Sale ia thie tlaada Gt the Possle: 


Remember, I am not discussing the recall of judges—although I wish 
it distinctly understood that the recall is a mere piece of machinery to 
take the place of the unworkable impeachment which Mr. Taft in effect 
defends, and that if the days of Maynard ever came back again in the 
state of New York I should favor it. I have no wish to come to it; but 
our opponents, when they object to all efforts to secure real justice from 
the courts, are strengthening the hands of those who demand the recall. 
In a great many states there has been for many years a real recall of 
judges as regards appointments, promotions, reappointments, and re- 
elections’; and tLis recall was through the turn of a thumb screw at the 
end of a long distance rod in the hands of great interests. I believe that 
a just judge would feel far safer in the hands of the people than in the 
hands of those interests. | 


People as Arbiters Will Strengthen the Courts.. 

I stand on the Columbus speech. The principles there asserted are 
not new, but I believe that they are necessary to the maintenance of free 
democratic government. The part of my speech in which I advocated

the right of the people to be the final arbiters of what is due process of 
law jn the case of statutes enacted for the general welfare will ultimately, 
am confident, be recognized as giving strength and support to the 
courts instead of being revolutionary and subversive. The courts today 
owe the country no greater or clearer duty than to keep their hands off 
such statutes when they have any reasonably permissible-relation to the 
public good. In the past the courts have often failed to perform this 
duty, and their failure is the chief cause of whatever dissatisfaction there 
is with the working of our judicial system. One who seeks to prevent 
the irrevocable commission of such mistakes in the future may justly 
claim to be regarded. as aiming to preserve and not to destroy the inde- 
pendence and power of the judiciary. 

My remedy is not the result of a library study of consfitutional law, 
but of actual and long continued -experietice in the use of goverumental 
power to redress social and industrial evils. Again and again earnest 
workers for social justice have said tome that the most serious obstacles 
that they haye encountered durifig the many years that they have been 
trying to save American womén and children from destruction in Ameri- 
can industry have been the courts. That is the judgment of almost all 
the social workers I know, and of dozens of parish priests and clergy- 
men, and of every executive and legislator who has been seriously at- 
tempting to use government as an agency for social and industrial better- 
ment. What is the result of this system of judicial nullification? It 
was accurately stated: by the Court of Appeals of New York in the em- 


ployers’ liability case, where it was calmly and judicially declared that 


the people under our republican government are less free to correct the 
evils that oppress them than are the people of the monarchies of Europe. 


The Will of the People Is. Constantly Defeated. 


To any man with vision, to any man with broad and real social sym- 
pathies, to any man who believes with all bis heart in this great demo- 
cratic republic of ours, such a condition is intelerable. It is not govern- 
ment by tlie people, but mere sham government in which the will of the 
people is constantly defeated. It is out of this experience that my rem- 
edy has come, and let it be tried in this field. When, as the result of 
years of education and debate, a majority of the people have decided 
upon a remedy for an evil from which they suffer, and have chosen a 
legislature and executive pledged to embody that remedy in law, and the 
law has been finally passed and approved, I regard it as monstrous that 
a bench of judges shall then say to the people: “You must begin all 
over again. }

Among the most interesting features of the 
capitol at Washington are the numerous 
paintings of departed statesmen and events 
of importance in our national history. In 
the wide gallery back of the houge of repre- 
sentatives are portraits of the various speak- 
ers of the house. The llkeness of each speak- 
er is hung in this hall of fame upon bis re- 
tirement from office. 

With a peculiarly reminiscent and yet 
pleasant smile, Uncle Joe Cannon glanced 
up at the portraits of some of his predeces- 
sors a few Gays ago and remarked: ‘' I won- 
der if it was right to walt so long to hang 


| some of them.“ 


The portrait of every speaker can be found 
there, with but one exception. The missing 
face is that of Nathaniel Macon of North 
Carolina, who was speaker from 1801 1807. 
Macon was a modest, unassuming man of 
simple manners, attired always in the coarse 
homespun of the day. although an exception- 
ally able official. A lover of horses and cat- 
tle, he entered the pedigree of his own biood- 
ed stock in his family Bible. Macon never 
posed for his picture. Although every effort 
has been made to discover a portrait of him 
the search has been without avail.

A service of barely five minutes in the 
speaker’s chair won for one man a space 
on the wall of this gallery. Gehuyler Colfax, 
speaker of the house, was elected vice presi- 
dent and took the oath of office on the 4th 
of March, 1869. On the morning of that day 
Colfax resigned the speakership, and Theo- 


dore M. Pomeroy of New York was elected 


speaker for the remaining few minutes of 
the session. 

The picture of Thomas B. Reed was 
painted during the last year of his term of 
office. When it was shown to him he looked 
at it closely. He noticed the protruding 


lips, the florid complexion, the heavy flabby 
cheeks and massive neck. 
His eyelids partly closed and hie counte- 


tenance grew cold. Slowly and with his 
inimitable-@rawl he commented: 

“I hope that my dearest enemy is zatis- 
fied now.“ 

Then with an expression of drony on his 
countenance he turned and left the room. 

Of the many portraits from life in the 
Capitol the most valuable is one of the 
Gilbert Stuart pictures of Washington. 
There are two portraits of Washington by 
Stuart. One of these is familiarly known 
about the Capitol as “‘ Palse-Tooth Wash- 
ington.” Back of this Hes an interésting 
anecdote of the firat president.

Washington is said to have had the first 
set of false teeth manufactured in America. 
They were made in Baltimore, and so pleased 


was the father of his country with the im- 


provement they made in his facial contour 
that he straightway ordered his portrait 
painted, This is one of those seen in the cap- 
itel. It might be remarked that these teeth 
were not a perfect fit since it is declared that 
they rattled so badly while he was reading 
his inaugural speech when first elected presi- 
dent that he could scarcely be understood. 

One of these Stuart portraits of Wash- 
ington eost the government $5,000. This is 
the most expensive portrait in the capitol, 
However, other pictures in the building have 
heen infinitely more expensive. For instance, 
the great Battle of Lake Erie,” at the 
turn of the senate staircase, showing Com- 
modore Perry leaving his *agehip at the 
height of tha battle, cost $30,000 

These pictures in the capitol are frequently 
cleaned, restored, and reframed.

Eggs are especially rich in protein (the 
nitrogenous ingredient of food). This mate- 
rial is required by man to build and repair 
the tissues of the body. While considerable 
energy is also furnished by protein ats, and 
carbohydrates supply the greater part of the 
total amount needed. Eggs combined with 
flour ‘and sugar (carbohydrates) and with 
butter, cream, | etc. (fat), constitute a food 
which more nearly meets the requirements 
of the body than either ingredient alone. 

It is customary when eggs, meat, fish. 
cheese, or other similer foods rich in protein 
are eaten, to serve bread, butter, potatoes, 
etc., at the, same time. The object of this, 
éven if the fact is not realized, is to com- 
bine the different classes of nutrients into a 
suitable diet. The wisdom of such combina- 
tion as well as of other generally accepted 
food habits was proved fong ago by practical 
experience :

Among the common 
meats, beef and veal together were found to 
furnish 10.8 per cent of the total food, 2446 
per cent of the total protein, and 19.5 per cent 
of the total fat. Cheese was found to furnish 
0.4 per cent of the total food, 1.6 per cent of 
the total protein, 1.6 per cent of the total 
fat, while milk ahd cream together furnish

Judged by these statistics eggs compare 
favorably with the more common animal 
foods as regards both the total food ma- 
terial and the total proteſin and fat furnished 
by them in the average daily dietary. 

Scientists have made an exhaustive study 
of the egg and tests show that, the yellow 
coloring matter in the yolk is related to the 
yellow coloring matter of animal origin called 
lutein. The total amount of phosphorus in 
the yolk is equivalent to a little over 1 per 
cent of phosphorus acid. In addition to 
phosphorus the yolk contains such chemical 
elements as calcium, magnesium, potassium, 
and iron in the form of salts and other chem- 
ical compounds.

Raw eggs, or those which have been only 
slightly cooked, are commonly said to be di- 
gestible, the idea being that they digest 
readily without giving rise to pain or other 
physical discomfort. In the discussion ot 
food values the term digestibility has another 
meaning, as it refers to the thoroughness of 
digestion—that is, to the total amount of 
material which any food gives up to the boéy 
in its passage through the digestive tract.

Some interesting experiments were made 
recently in determining the digestibility of 
eggs, hard and soft boiled, fried, roasted, and 
raw. The raw eggs were sometimes whipped 
and sometimes not. Fresh eggs were used 
in all the tests. Hard boiled and fried eggs 
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‘each required 34% hours for digestion; soft 


boiled eggs required 3 hours; roasted eggs, 2% 
hours; raw eggs, not whipped, 2 hours; raw 
eggs. whipped, 1% hours. One of the gen- 
etal deductions made as a result of the ex- 
periments that most of the common 
foeds require from 2 to 4 hours to digest in 
the stomach.

Of more importance to the greater num- 
ber of baseball fans than anything else in 
the score ot a game are the runs. hits, and 
errors. The umpire has sole jurisdiction 
over the scoring of runs that may be 
doubtful, but the scorer decides the number 
of hits and errors in any game. And be- 
cause of the diversity of opiniom concern- 
ing those factors the official scorer is given 
the final guess, although no one has to 
agree with him who does not want to. 

If the average fan had the say there 
would be many no hit games in every 
season instead of an average of one a year, 
and the games in which the errors exceeded 
the total of safe hits would be numerous, 
Somewhere in the back of nearly every 


patron's head is the idea that if an opponent | 


gets. his hands on a batted ball it is an 
error, and that only the so-called “ clean 
hits count in the batting averages. 

Some of them may have submerged that 
idea under unwilling acquiescence with 
modern methods of scoring, but lots of 
them still believe that ought to be the only 
basis of judgment. They would penalize 
Joe Tinker and Harry Lord for getting 
their hands on base hits that ordinary in- 
fielders would come nowhere near reaching.

; ö pression of personal opinion, here is the 
text of the rules prescri when a base 
hit shall be credited to thé batsman: 

When the ball from the bat strikes the 
ground on or within the foul lines and out of « 
reach of the fielders. 

When «a fair hit dall is 
stopped by a fielder in rn a — 
cannot recover himself in time to field the ball 
to first before the striker reaches first base or 
to force out another base runner. 

When the ball is hit with such force to an 
inflelder or pitcher that he cannot handle ft in 
time to put out the bateman or force out a base 
runner. In case of doubt over this class of hits 
a base hit should be scored and the fielder ex- 
empted from the charge of an error. 

When the Ball ie hit so slowly toward 
that he cannot handle it in aie to Sok out'tne 

‘batsman or force out 4 base runner. 

In all cases where a base runner is retired 
by; being hit by a batted ball, unless batted by 
himself, the batsman shall be credited with a 
dase bit. 

When a batted ball hits the person or cloth- 
ing of the umpire, as defined in rule 58, section d 
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The third clause quoted deals with the 
kind of hits that are most perplexing. It re- 
fers to balls hit to an infielder with such 
speed that he cannot handle them for an 
out by the use of ordinary skill. The ball 
may come square y at the player, but so 
fast he has no time to judge it. All-he 
can do is to stab for it, and frequently it 
caroms off in front of, back of, or to one 
side of him so far that he cannot recover 
it in time to make the play. Sometimes 
ordinary hits do the same thing. It is the 
problem of estimating the difficulty of su€h 
chances as these that perplexes the scorer. 
That fact is recognized in the rule by the 
addition of the sentence calling for a base 
hit in all cases of doubt, 

The fourth clause refers to bunts or 
scratch grounders for which the fielders 
have to hustle far in from their regular 
positions, and to those occasionally high 
pounders that do not come down in time 
for a play. The rest of the rules quoted 
are self-explanatory.

Pugilistic circles discussed the diet 
question at great length. but the loge of 
any of his strength was not apparent in 
the fights that Welsh put up

Critic Finds Bridge Theory in 
New York Paper Wrong. 


POINTS ON LOSING RUBBER. 


Patlacy of Article Shown by Metealfe; 
‘Queries and Answers, 


BT A. R. METCALFE. 


A recent article in a New: York paper gives 


stumbling block to a great many players. 
Ih order to put the proposition plainly, the 
following extracts from the article are given: 
When the adversaries are far ahead of 
yoy on the grand total you simply cannot 
‘afford to go rubber unless you are forced to. 
Any one who voluntarily takes a losing rub- 
ber definitery ends his own chances for that 
time. As long as you keep the game going 
you have a chance of getting even with the 
other side by some turn of luck, ot setting 
them in their bid, and of wiping out the dif- 
ference between their score and yours. 


Try to Hold Down Rivals. 

“Try from the beginning to keep the adver- 
garies from piling up big penalties against 
you. Should they happen to get such pen- 
alties, set yourself immediately to work to 
offset these penalties by winning some for 
yourself—in other words, begin at once to 
use your good hands for defeating the bid in- 
sta of Gir securing it. Don't wait until the 
game is far along and you can be put in the 
position ot either taking a losing rubber or 


once. 

“For instance, suppose you have allowed 
the adversaries to pile up some 700 against 
you in penalties; you have each won a game, 
and the rubber game stands at 24-26. If 
they aré wise they will force that rubber 
upon you, and you are powerless to resist the 
attack. If it is their deal and they open the 
bidding; you are afraid to let them have it 
because it will give them a dig rubber 
against you; you are obliged to bid against 
them—whether safely or unsafely. 


Allow Playing of Hand, 

“Then, if they are real auction players, they 
will drop at once, allowing you to play the 
hand. And you are forced to win your bid 
and take a losing rubber, or to lose your 
bid. and give them a still higher penalty 
column. And if it is your opening bid, they 
will use the same system and will refuse 
to bid against you, no matter what they 
hold. 

Don't let matters come to this pas. The | 
moment you are heavily penalized turn all 
your efforts toward penalizing the adversary. 
in return; don't try to play the hands, try 


to set him. Bid against him just enough to 


force him, then sit still and defeat him. If 
you can't do this on the first hand, try to do 
it on the next. And keep on trying till it is 
accomplished! Nev or lose sight of that oe: 
penalty against you.’ 


Finds Theory Nonsensical. 

This is arrant nonsense. . When a pla ver 
incurs a heavy penalty, winning the rubber | 
is no less desirable than it was before, and 
there is the same great difference between 
securing the 250 bonus for yourself and be- 
ing obliged to pay it to your adversaries. 
Play on the lines laid down by the writer 
of the New York article is certain to lose 
against players of any ability whatever. 

Should you acquire a loss of 400 count that 
is something already lost and secure rub- 
bers just as rapidly as you can. A penalty 
‘in your favor will do you just as much good 
in the rubber following as in the rubber in 
which vou were penalized. There really 
should be no necessity to write about a mat- 
ter which is apparently so simple, but in 
some obscrre manner the ideas given by the 
author of the New York article have ac- 
quired considerable vogue.

Difficulties in Salary Field, 

But the salary field has offered difficul- 
ties. Capital was required for an association 
to enter this field and, naturally, capital 
could not be secured unless there was son.e 
prospect of its safety and of a fair interest 
return on the investment, say 5 per cent a 
year. Up to thie date authorities have not 
been able to agree on the rate of interest 
necessary to do business on salary loans 
with this margin and the creation of a proper 
surplus. The figurés fange between 1 per 
cent a month and 5 per cent. The best opin- 
jon seems to favor a rate of interest about 2 
per cent a month. — 

But here a difficulty arises, Legislators, 
honest men usually, but not students of the 
salary loan situation, vote against any effort 
to change the present interest rate. They 
look with disfavor on an increase in legal 
interest rates. They fall to perceive that the 
legal rate makes Mttle difference to the 
shark; the shark being a law breaker takes 
what he can get, but an association com- 
posed of well disposed individuals which 
intends to fight the shark cannot do 80. The 
association cannot get the capital it needs 
if that capital must be obtained for the pur- 
pose of illegal or usurious lending. Hence 
the effort made in various states to ralse the 
legal interest rate on salary loan transac-

„The loan shark is doing a 0 in 
which the chances of profit are so great that 
he is tempted to extend it beyond gate limits, 
As a result the borrower who pays has to 
hold the bag. He pays enough to cover the 
losses on other customers. We hope to es- 
tablish an association that will lend money 
to honest men in need at just what it costs 
to make the loan, without having to figure in 
losses due to bad credits.“ 

Below are given a few facts that the bor- 
rower should remember. They bear directly 
on the salary load and the furniture mort- 
gage, and the man who remembers them will 
be that much better able to deal with the 
shark if he has to—a last resort, of course. 

Therefore, remember that: 

You can assign future wages under a pres- 
ent contract, but you cannot assign futtire 
wages under a future contract. That is, you 
cannot legally assign or be held for assigning 
wages that are to come to you from a position 
you do not yet hold. 

A discharge in bankruptcy ts merely a per- 
sonal discharge, It does not free you from 
the obligation of your voluntary assignment 
of wages. That sticks straight through. 

If a loan shark sues you you have the right 
‘to calla jury. The loan shark doesn’t really 
like having his case presented toa jury. He 
prefers the old fashioned justice of the peace.

Don't Confide in Strangers. 

If you are lying low to avoid the perse- 
cutions of sharks waiting to file on your 
wages and take the bread from your chil- 
dren's mouths, warn your wife not to tell 
your business address to any stranger who 
claims to represent an employment bureau 
or some one else who has a job for you or 
has any important message for you. | 

When you get a letter bearing a legal head- 
ing and an address different from that of 


your loan shark this does not necessarily 
imply that your shark has secured legal ad- 
vice. Sharks often send out scare no- 
tices on special stationery as if from a law- 
yer’s office, The office boy brings the law- 
yer’s’”’ mall over to the shark's office every 
morning unopened. 

Lean sharks frequently entice a man inte 
paying something on an old note to keep it 
from outlawing by promising to give him a 
new account and to lend him 610 for the $5 
he pays on the old note and to charge him 
interest only on the $5. Don't doit, for you 
give him a claim on you again. 

The law gives a married wage earner an 
exemption of $15 a week, but the law does 
not protect you against your own assignment 
and the loan shark can take all. 

A wife can protect herself against a saloon. 
but she canot protect herself against a loan 
shark. 

When a ehark, a member of the associa- 
tion, advertises *’ in the same quiet way and 
with the same strict regard for confidence 
for which our office is noted, he means that 
at least 100 persons will scrutinize your name 
and know you are borrowing money on your 
salary or your furniture. 

One of the best ways you can ruin your 
credit with the grocer and the coal man is 
to give him as a reference to the loan shark. 
The shark’s investigator pretends he repre- 
sents an employment agency or something 
equally harmiess, but the grocer and the 
coal man know, They pass the word te 
“look out for Smithers 

You must be sure to get all your signatures 
from the shark when you pay up—power of 


- attorney, assignment, and notes—because 


some of the sharks have been known to 
transfer these paid notes to another shark 
who later browbeat the payor into paying 
a second time rather than suffer publicity. 

It is a good thing to take a friend with you 
when you deal with the furniture or the 
galary shark. The friend's presence may be 
helpful. Corroborative evidence helps any 
story, In or out of court.

She was keeping house for her father, and 
I sold her a set of stewpans. Same way 
after that I didn’t want to leave Chicago 
unless she would go with me.

Begin on Small Scale. 

It is not advisable to let the boys start on 
too large a scale. One breed is sufficient for 
beginners, Furnish them with as much poui- 
try literature as possible and insist that they 
make a thorough study of the work before 
them. Impress upon them that they must in- 
spect the poultry houses and yards dally 
and see that the fowls are not neglected. 
Boys are itkely: ‘to become careless and for- 
getful, and the little details are important, 
to carry on this work successfully and 


meet other expenses from the proceeds of 


profitably. Lax methods in a poultry yard, 
be it ever so small, will result in losses and 
disappointments with consequent failure. 

Girls may also take up this work and carry 
it on successfully. Some of the largest and 
most successful poultry farms are owned and

Color of Chicks. 


A common question asked at this season of 
the year, especlally by novices who haye pur- 


chased baby chicks or settings of eggs, is re- 


garding the correct color and markings of the 
newly hatched birds. It is often thought that 
the youngsters should exactly resemble their 
parents in color, and when it is found that a 
brood of Black Minorcas are Mack and white 
the vender is taken to task and is condemned 
for sending out inferior and mixed stock, or 
eggs, as the case may be. 


The black varieties seem to cause the most 


complaints, as the chicks of those breeds are 
generally dlack and white, with the white 
predominating. Some of those showing the 
most white mature to be fowls of solid black 
color. 

Chicks of the white breeds are creamy 
white, milk white, and yellow white without 
any black spots or marks. Light marked 
breeds, such as the light Brahmas and Co- 
lumbian Wyandottes, have no indication of 
the black hackle and tail markings which will 
develop when they get their full plumage. 
When hatched ‘barred Plymouth Rocks are 
sooty black on their backs and necks, white 
on the throats and wing tips, and have patches 
of grayish white on the heads. 

The buf varieties of chicks have buff or 
yellow plumage when hatched, but a light 
buff chick seldom improves in color with age. 
The partridge colored varieties, as well as 
black, red games, and brown Leghorns, are 
clearly marked along the back with a brown 
stripe, and on each side of this is a much 
Ughter stripe running from the head to the 
tail. These varieties in many cases show 
white wing feathers before they molt Cele 
chick feathers in the fall.

Many girls on graduating from high school 
mish to teach, and, to save the expense of a 
normal training, teach in a rural district ene 
year for experience. 
In sbme counties the examination for a 
teacher’s cirtificate is comparatively easy 
and one has little diMiculty in obtaining a 
position, as a Great many changes take 
place each year. / 
For one who has lived in the country the 
rural school is not Gifficult to manage, or 
nearly so discouraging, as the teacher knows

And 
the young man who has the patience to stick 
to a low salaried position, knowing that he 
has the ability to rise far above it, must also 
be thrifty. I was taught the value of money 
at an early age and I count it as one of the 
most important business assets I possess. 
The mistake most young men of today make 
ie they are inclined to live too high. This is 
especially true fn the large cities, where the 
temptation to spend money is particularly 
strorig. That is another reason why smaller 
communities offer better opportunities to the 
young man who aspires to become a milHon- 
alre. People who reside in such towns are 
thrifty because they 5 no occasion to be 
otherwise.

Speculation Bar to Success. 

I don’t speculate in stocks or grains, and 
I do not gamble. My observation is that the 
average man who fails in business can trace 
the cause to some such fault as that rather 
than to purely business causes. Speculation 
and gambling take a man's thoughts from 
his business and tend to upset his mental 
equilibrium. To succeed in any line, a map 
must devote his entire mind to his work. 

The selection of a vocation, or line of busi- 


ness, is most important. I have no ‘doubt 1 


that many men fall to succeed simply be 
cause they out wrong. It u a great 
temptation to take any job that offers the 
best pay, regardless of the future prospects 
for advancement. That's why so many who 
might have been successful in business are 
today working as salaried employés at jobs 
for which they have no liking. Find out what 
kind of work you are suited for, then apply 
all your energies to developing and perfect- 
ing yourself in that particular line, I de- 
lieve the best way to select a life work is to 
follow your natural tendency.

In the year 
1910 there were more than 7,000 national 
banka, 12,168 state banks, 638 mutual sav- 
ings banks, 1,121 stock savings banks, 934 
private banks, and 1,001 trust company and 
other banks, a total of about 23,000 institu- 
tions for the storage and use of the people’s 
money. 

In the year 1846 the 707 banks had a cap- 
ital of only $196.000,000, a circulation of 
only 8108. 000, 0, and individual deposits of 
Only $06,000,000.

Checks to Be Equivalent of Bank 
Notes if English Plan Is Adopted. 


HERE has been some talk lately of 

. Iatreoducing the Kuropean system of 

merchants’ checks, similar to our own 

bank checks. On the continent the 

practice differs considerably from the 
American, and one of the big differences 
fs that a check may be drawn upon « grocer 
or other merchant provided he is willing 
to h-nor it. 

Many continental merchants make it a part 
of their business to act as a sort of neighbor- 
hood bank for their customers. There are 
several points of advantage to recommend 
the system as far as convenience goes, Büt 


‘it is doubtful if Americans would regard 


its introduction with favor, for it would 


tend to detract from the pied in which 
cnecks are held by the public. 

The American legal definition of a check 
limits. it to banks onl:-, but it is likely that, 
shquid any one wish to use the system the 
courts would hold that a demand draft on 
a merchant was subject to the banking laws 
as an ordinary check if the merchant made 
a practice of henoring such checks and the 
public was informed of this fact. 

It may be of interest to American check 
writers to know that foreign banks do not 
take any responsibility in paying ordinary 
checks, but hand the money over to bearer 
without any effort at identification. A check 
is therefore practically the equivalent of 
a bank note.

The early Phoenicians seeking greater fields 
thah their own country afforded, explored 
adjacent countries and thus carried their civ- 
{ligations to more savage and less civilized 
peoples. Columbus himself would never 
have discovered America had it not been for 

the desire of the middleman to find a shorter 
route to India, in order to obtain the silke 
and spices of that country more quickly and 
safely than over the long and dangerous 
overland route.

Loess of bad ac- 
counts where business transactions are on 
credit is by no means a small matter. Rent. 
light, heat, refrigeration, and other itetns too 
numerous to mention make up the remains of 
the expense account of the retailer.

to 20 per cent, depending upon the service 
required and the value of business trans- 
acted. Some items might be eliminated were 
the consumer less exacting in his or her de- 
mands—for instance, the calling for and de- 
livering of orders. By purchasing in large 
quantities the consumer could obtain his sup- 
piles at lower prices, although our modern 
city apartments ere not constructed to make 
that feasible, there being no cool-storercom 
or cellar provided where a sack of potatoes 
or @ barrel of apples might be stored Uke in 
the days of our mothers. Then, in the fall of 
the year. mother used to lay in a winter sup- 
ply of anplee, potatoes, and other vegetables 
—groceries, meats, butter, and eggs she pur- 
chased in quantities to last a week or more. 
This meant larger sales at small expense te 
the grocer in those Gays, Today supplies te 
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therefor. He receives a better price for his 
wheat than he could obtain for it were he to 
mill it and sell it to the consumer in the dis- 
tant city as — or probably baked into 
bread.

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OW would you like to parade on the 
boulevard today in the hat ‘shown at 

the top of this page? 
How would you like fo wear an 
Easter headdress made of columns of coarse 
fiber that grows in the African river/bottoms? 
How would you like to attend a reception 


or go to church today wearing any of the 


strange bonnets. printed on this page? 

They will be worn in other lands on Easter 
day by the most beautiful belles of their re- 
spective lands. 

Whatever is shown as being fashionable in 
America’s big cities will be more or less com- 
monplace compared to the hats that are being 
worn today in many other lands: This is 
certainly «ue in those places where women 


still wear their native costumes, and have 


not yet been affected by English and American 
inffuence. Perhaps nowhere in the world is 
woman's headgear more unusual and pictur- 
esque than in Switzerland. This is because 
every canton has its own national dress, and 
the most important part is the hats. Like 
in all lands Daster is the parade day for new 
millinery, and though a Swiss peasant may 
condescend to wear her best gown a second 


season a new hat sbe will have for this im- 


portant occasion. 

Smartest of all this headgear are those worn 
by the Appenzell women. From a distance 
their hats shimmer and gleam as did Min- 
erva’s silver headdress. But these are not 
fashioned of silver. The women of this 
canton wear their hair parted in the middle 
and have it waved over the temples. 

On the back of the head is a small, close- 
fitting cap made of black velvet or black satin. 
Two large lace wings soar from the sides, and 
are supported by a crimson ribbon drawn 
through them. In the case of young women, 
one wing is made of black lace and the other 
is white, but with the older women two 
black lace wings rise from both sides.

Pretty Cap of White Muslin. 
Tn the small canton of St. Gall the women 


modify this head dress by having the mus- 
lin made into one large plait worn on the 
back of the head. ‘Those who prefer gay col- 


ors, especially in springtime, have a pretty 


little cap made of white muslin lined with 
greeh silk finished with a smal) crimson 
crown; it has a neat and becoming appear- 
ance. , 

The Germans also plan weeks ahead as to 
what all their finery shall be for Easter. 
This is especially true of the peasants who 
still adhere to native costumes. The women of 
Baden-Baden, a town in the Black Forest, are 
modest and simple people, but new millinery 
once a year plays an important part in their 
quiet lives. They, wear their hair combed 
back from their forehead and plait it in one 
long braid which hangs down their backs. 
Or else they coil it on both sides near the 
ear, and cover their head with a straw hat 
made with a large crown and larger brim. 
Since the hats are too large to keep on their 
heads without hatpins they are held in place 
by long black streamers worn under the chin. 

But the interesting part of the trimmings 
is the large black pompons. A hat is con- 
sidered small unless it has six large silky 


pompons that cover the crown, jeaving only 


a bit of brim peeping out here and there. 
The strange part about this headdress is that 
the trimming is always black, never white, 
éven for girls and young women. 

Below the frame is a black velyet harness 
that holds the hat in place, and keeps the 
net bags that hold the hair in their right 
place.

Butterfly Bows of Alsatians. 

Though Alsace now belongs to Germany, 
the Alsace women show their French origin 
in their fondness for large butterfly bows. 
Their hats are nothing but enormous bows 


made of wide ribbon large ehough to cover. 


the crown of the head. These are made of 
silk or satin according to the taste of the 
wearer, but they are always brown. 

Their German sisters, the women of Obber- 
Seebach, have the same style of coiffure, but 
the bows are made a great deal smaller, and 
pinned straight over the head with a large 
gilt or silver pin. 

The French peasants also show their ap- 


preeis tion of Easter-tide by making a new 


headdress or renovating the old for this im- 
portant occasion. ‘Their beaddress is fash- 
ioned of white stiffly starched. muslin that 
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covers a pasteboard shape, and which sets 
well on the head. It is trimmed with two 
long wings made of muslin or lace, that are 
bent backward on either side of the hat. In 
some places the crown rises to the height of 
a miniature. Eiffel tower, tapering to a point. 

The ‘peasants. of Boulogne-sur-Mer on the 
coast of France believe they have the simplest 
and most picturesque hats in the world. 
Though they call them hats they are really 
caps. made of white maslin, that fit down 
over the head. These caps are trimmed with 
wide fluted ruffles as wide as a half moon. 
They are ornamented with bands of narrow, 
fine lace. 

Though the Dutch women take great pride 
in their Sunday attire, they make an effort 
to have a special showing when they go to 
church bright and early Easter day. Their 
large muslin caps are will starched and 
trimmed with a wide band of fine Flemish 
lace 

But the ornament of the hats s the. gold 
pins that go through the front, and are fin- 
ished. with gold bars. The most prosperous 
of the peasants wear the heavy gold earrings, 
or a mass of heavy coils pinned on to the 
sides*.of their caps. But the unusual part 
of. this headdress is the heavy light  curis 
that nestle under the cap. and tumble down 
all around it.

Picturesque Millinery in Ituly. 
It is in Italy and especially on Easter day 
that pieturesque millinery is seen. In Naples 
and the other parts of most Southern Italy, 
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their headgear is nothing more or less than 
white cotten kerchiefs profusely decorated 
with roses of all colors. These scarfs are 


bound tightly around their heads and fall 


down in a short veil behind. In Rome the 
girls wear the brilliant scarfs made of Roman 
silk with wide bands of red, blue, yellow, etc. 

Up to the present time the Turkish women 
have worn a very conventional headdress that 
covers their faces and gowns. But gossip 
says that in the next year or two they will 
adopt French hats and only wear thin. face 
veils. At present they .wear what is called 
murlins. 

The African women have more courage than 
have their Turkish sisters, for they make no 
effort to conceal their faces. In Algiers and 
Tunis they wear a silk cap that is as close 
fitting as a Turkish fes. It is trimmed with 
copper, gold coins, pieces of shell, and even 
the teeth of some dead captive, if nothing 
more valuable can be had.

This was only the first step in the 
making of pottery, for utensils for the home

Early Man a Simple Hunter, 

When the men returned from their long 
hunts they held a feast, which lasted often 
for weeks, when people of the surrounding 
country: were invited to join in the celebra- 
tion. Though they ate as much of the meat 
as they could pussibly gorge themselves with, 
they had Jearned to prize the skin, which they 


bed tor tents And for clothes. 


In some: places the women alone did the 


work of curing and manufacturing the hides 


of Wolves, foxes, buffalo, sheep, antelope, 
and elk, although when the men had the 
time and inclination they assisted the women 
in ‘this important work. When they had 
finished this task and the men went away 


‘on avother fishing or hunting expedition the 


women spent their leisure by sewing the 
ecraps of skins and fur together for clothing. 

The climax to all the work of primitive 
women was their weaving. Different primi- 


tive people invented different kinds of looms._ 


One of the simplest invented by savage wom- 
an Was a frame consisting of two rods, one 
flexible and bent in a semi-circle, the other 
straight and having its ends tied to the ends 
of the formér. The shuttle was nothing more 
than a‘slender stick, upon which a quantity 
of yarn was wound, and this was guided be- 
tween the two sets of warp threads slowly 
by the “finger as in darning.

Figure Symbolic of Early Woman. 

In the World’s Columbian exposition there 
was an exhibit from the cemetery of Ancon 
in Peru. A figure of an ancient Peruvian 
woman was of special interest. It was in a 
crouching position, wrapped in the usual 
grave clothes. About it were the spindles, 
cradle frame, pottery and dishes of vegetables 
with which she had been familiar in life. 
This crouching figure is symbolic of the wom- 
en who lived in prehistoric days. 

I certainly believe that actual love is 4 
modern invention, that savagery at any time 
has no idea of love according to our concep- 
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tion of love. 1 believe also that if there was 
hot this struggle, conflict, and toil of primi- 
tive nien and women you girls would never 
know what love does and should mean. These 
primitive men and women, more especially, 
planted the seed which took the nurture of 
Greek and Roman civilization and which is 
only beginning to flower in our own age and 
generation. 

The esthetic Greeks often praised women 
in their poems and dedicated their genius to 
immortalizing the goddesses and Greek ma d- 
ens in marble, but most of them had little 
regard for women. It was a common say- 
ing with a Greek that a wife was a neces- 
sary evil. If a man did not marry he was 
deomed to a desolate old age, if he did he 
was sure that his happiness was ruined. Out 
of ten types of women described by the elder 
Simonides only one was worthy of being called 
a wife. It was she who had the nature of 
the bee and was likely to add to her his 
band’s. charms.

Spartan Given More Privileges. 

The Spartan girlelived in the same narrow, 
circumscribed way, but the purpose and idea! 
of Spartan government helped ber to more 
privileges and better opportunities. The cen- 
tral trait of the Spartan woman was patriot- 
ism and all her education was molded to that 
end. Therefore the Spartan girl was brought 
up to be strong and courageous. 

Though the same amount of moral and 
physical courage was expected of the Roman 
girls and women they were respected leas 
und - given less freedom. This was because 
the Romans had different ambitions. from the 
Spartans. After Rome was once well estab- 
lished the dream of its rulers and even the 
people was to make it a great world empire. 
In such a world woman could have little ia- 
fluence and position. The strong masculine 
element must predominate, the women 
take a minor part. : 

With the fall of the empire civilization fell, 
and the world was in half darkness for sev- 
eral generations. The women vho had the 
courage to think and to dare founded con- 
vents and then entered them. There were a 
number of good and even brilliant women 
in those days. Lioba at Thanet wrote Latin 
verses, in which she tries to uphold the purity 
and sanctity of those times. There was also 
Eroswitha, who*stands out clearly as a bean- 


tiful and white figure against a dark back 


In the twelfth century there appeared the 
Abbess Hildegard, herself of high birth, who 
was considered one of the most efficient 
women of her time. She founded one of the 
great convents of ber day.

The strength of the castle of the 
baron was often the chief symbolism of his 
power, and the lives of the women were 
spent within those somber walls, hearing of 
the tales of the deeds of great knights, and 
embroidering emblems for these brave sol- 
diers. Many of the young girls were skilled 
horsewomen. Dauestrian skill was a large 
part of their education, as was skill in fal 
conry. They were taught that when they 
reached the right age some fair and brave 


knight would come and woo them and carry 
them away to witness the feats of their lords 


in the lists.

Renaissance Changes Whole Life. 
Then came a great intellectual awaken- 
ing in most of the countries of Europe, espe 
cially in Italy and in France. This awaken- 
ing of art, science, and literature was known 
as the renaissance. It was the great awak- 
ening for women. In the beginning these 


brilliant men sought only inspiration from 


women, for, as Castiglione says, man has for 
his portion physical strength; all doing must 
be his, but all inspiration must come from 
women. 

The result of this influence was farther 
reaching than to allow women greater free 
dom of thought. Girls were not allowed to 
marry as early as they had before. Lycurgus 
had said that twenty was a suitable age for 
a girl to marry, while Margaret, a brilliant 
woman of the renaissance, declared that they 
should be 37. The study of the classics and 
the romances resulted in other liberties. It 
taught girls to think of courtship and love. 


In some of the Italian cities there were 


courts. of conversation that were presidad 
over by women. Sentiments and emotions 
were discussed there, and couched in most 
delicate and exquisite terms. They also 
laid down exact. laws concerning the praise 
and beauty of women. 

By the time the renaissance had reached 


its height women were no longer in the hack 


ground+ but were on a footing of equality 
with men. The greatest woman of the Italian 
renaissance was Victoria Colonna. The 
daughter of a great prince, she was married. 
at the age of 15. Political affairs took ner 
husband away from home many years, and 
later they became estranged. In spite of his 
indifference she was loyal to him and wrote 
She devoted herself to writing poetry, until 
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many brilliant salons, where the great 
thoughts, poems, and books of the day were 
read and discussed. The salon resulted in a 
brilliant social and intellectual life. It cre 
ated new standards and a new code of man- 
ners. There were a number of women who 
had brilliant salons of their own. 

The best known of these were Mme. du 
Deffand, known for her brilliant converse- 
tion and wit; Mme. de Staél, noted for 
brilliant mind, and one of Napoleon’s enemies 
from first to last, and Mme. Récamier, 
the most popular woman of those days, be- 
loved for hér charm and beauty. The result 
of their work was to call forth the most bril- 
liant attainments from statesmen, men of let- 
ters,, poets, and philosophers. 

This century has seen other great advances, 
especially in this country. Instead of the 
salon we have scattered throughout this coun- 
try hundreds of women’s clubs, which are de- 
voting themselves to the instruction of women 
in art, science, literature, and political re 
form. Most of these .clubs are not planned 
for amusement, nor for the reading of fin- 
ished papers, but to help in the great work 
of moral and social uplift. 

Likewise machinery, inventions, and the es- 
tablishment of factories have taken women 
out into the world, allowed them to work 
shdulder to shoulder with men, and given 
them a broader view of life than they ever 
could have got in any other way. The 
commercializing and standardizing of vom- 
en’s industries have given women more leisure 


and freed them from many of the responsi- 
bilities. which their grandmothers and great- 
erandmothers knew.

Freedom Cained Through Love. 

But, girls, the leisure and the freedom are 
not the end and the goal Woman sold 
herself into slavery, only to free herself again, 
not by a declaration of emancipation, but 
through the spirit and influence of love. We 
have paid the price and we are glad we did, 
for if we had not there never could have been 
a real civilization. 

If women now sit on thrones, if the most 
beautiful painting in the world is of a mother 
and a child, if the image of a woman crowns 
the dome of the American capitol, if in alle- 
gory, and metaphor, and painting, and sculp- 
ture the highest ideals are women, it is be 
eause they have a right there. By all the 
drudgery, and patience, and suffering. ig 
kindness they have earned this right. 

But though we wear a laurel wreath on our 
brow and know that there is love and respect 
in every honest man’s heart for every good 
and loyal woman, we clasp hands with our 
crouching, suffering savage sisters, for we 
know that it is through their work and the 
work of the millions of women of the past 
generations that we can say:

Occasionäl reports 
are sent in hy way of the phone, and the rather logically written 
dialogue makes it clear that if the prisoner is convicted it will 
be on circumstantial evidence and the testimony of the ingénue’s 
stepbrother, the only eye witness to the affair—a disreputable 
occurrence in which a scarlet lady and her paramour were shot 
to death? supposedly by the youth on trial, through motives of 


| Jealousy. 


At the conclusion of this act the stepbrother has been intro- 
duced. His attitude, his manner, such glimpses of his character 
as the author give you, stamp him as a sometimes wild youth 
of the good fellow type, shifty and uncertain, but a s lad 
at heart. He is heavily involved financially and has made 8 
mess of things generally, but he bargeins for one week's time 
with the attorney who is about to investigate his affairs. If 
action will be held up for seven days he will agree to turn over 
his papers and to do everything in his power to help; if not, he 
will do what he can to hinder and defeat the investigation.

Bargain Made with Mother, 

Before two hours have passed, believing he is going to die of 
an incurable disease, he bargains with the mother of the young 
man on trial to take the place of her son. The circumstances 
are such that either he, the state’s principal witness, or the 
accused could have done the shooting. The mother is to settle 
his obligations, provide for his mother and sister, and clear him 
with the investigating attornéys. He is to go to prison or the 
electric chair in place of her son. He manufactures ‘his evi- 
dence, hires his corroborative witness, sends the new testimony 
to the district attorney, is arrested, signs a confession—and then 


learns that the laboratory test on which he had depended was 


an error and that he is not going to die. 

He weakens and repudiates his confession, wildly proclaiming 
himself innocent of the crime, The mother admits her part: in 
the conspiracy, but the district attorney still is doubtful. He 
ealls in the perjured witness who corroborated the confession, 
and this chap sticks to his story. Nothing will shake him. He 
saw this young man do the murder—and not until three minutes 
before the final curtain do you know for a fact that he is a twice 
perjured villain— having been hired once to say the young man 
did not do the killing, and a second time to say that he did, 

It is all artful trickery, of course, and it is quite impossible 
to indicate in so bald an account the skill with which the story 
is made to hold together. But it does hold together, and the 
best proof was the attitude of its first audience, which was kept 
in its seats on a bright spring day through its eagerness to learn 
the outcome of the story. The fact that the hero is a good deal 
of a coward will unquestionably weaken the play's value com- 
mercially, but with the changes the fortunate author has in mind 
“The Bargain” stands a good chance of being one of the big 
dramas of next season.

employment.

Second of Five Great Annual Ju- 
bilees Opens at Nashville, 
Tena., Tomorrow. 


GIVE RECORD TO THE WORLD. 


Exhibits in Agriculture and Educa- 
tional. Development Will Be 
Big Factor. 


NOTED MEN TO TALK AT CONGRESS. 


The second of five great annual jubilees 
celebrating the renaissance of the south will 
open tomorrow at Nashville, Tenn., to con- 
tinue through Wednesday night. 

Sixteen southern states, including Missouri 
and Oklahoma, will send delegates and ex- 
hibits to tell the world of the agricultural 
and educational development of the south 
and stimulate that development to a higher 
point. 

The jubilee will be held under the auspices 
of the Southern Commercial congress, with 
all the states, cities, and interstate organ 
izations codperating. Schools and colleges 
will be represented, agricultural facts and 
agricultural possibilities will be demonstrat- 
ed, mineral output will be shown, munici- 
pal improvement pointed out, and a whole 
array of manufacturing industries will do. 
their part in proving the extent of southern 
‘progress and activity. 


Second Scene at Nashville. 

The congress was ofganized in Washing 
ton, D. C., in December, 1908, and the cap 
ital city was cnosen as permanent headquer 
| ‘tera’ There were two preparatory assem- 
blies, and then in 1911 the congress began its 
series of five annual jubilees. 

The frst was held a year ago in Atlanta, 
Ga., to demonstrate “ The South’s Physical 
Recovery.” 

The second soene of the five scene drama 
will be set this week at Nashville, showing 
the recovery of Dixie as related to education 
and agriculture. It comes as a fifty year 
anniversary of the battle of Ghiloh, as a cen- 
tennial of the war of 1812 and the city 
where it is set was the home of Old Hick- 
ory,” the hero of the second wer for inde- 
pendence. 

Next year in some southern port will come 

the scene called The South’s Commercial 
| Recovery.” In 1914 Oklahoma will be used 

for showing The South’s Internal Develop- 
ment. 

In 1915, probably at Washington, will come 
the closing jubilee, the celebration of the 
results secured in fifty years of peace, com-< 
memorating the close of the civil war. 


Further a Closer Union. 

The closer southern union is being fur 
thered by the activity of the raſlroads across 
the states and by the commercia) interests 
active in agitating inland waterways. One 
of the fifteen separate conventions to be held 
during the co will be a waterway con- 
ference, to be attended by delegates from 
the Lakes to the Gulf Deep Waterway asse 
ciation, the smaller canal associations, and 
engineers interested in waterway develop- 
ment. The approaching completion of the 
Panama canal is of vital interest to the south. 

The congress, nominally for demonstrating 
educational and agricultural advancement, 
will in reality demonstrate a great deal mora. 
The south has grown amazingly, and is nate 
urally proud of it, The prime burpose of the 
congress is to show to the north what the 
land the other side of the Mason and Dixon 
line has done and will do, lest the country 
forget. 

Few aside from experts in the north know 
what the southern growth since 1880, the real 
birth of industry, has been. Few guess that 
with a 77 per cent Increase in population 
there has been a 200 per cent increase in prop- 
erty valuation, a 1,200 per cent increase ig 
banking deposits, a 500 per cent gain in mau 
ufactured products. 4 300 per cent gain in 
farm products, a 525 per cent gain in com- 
mon school expenditures. Fewer have 
guessed the growth of new industries from 
comparatively not Hing to overwhelming pro- 
portions.

It is all of 
these, and more, too, for it is the name ef 
the movement intended to weld into one irre- 
sistible confidence all the scattered efforts 
being made throughout the south to utilise 
resources, improve conditions, and fittingly 
announce the advantages of the south to 
the world. 

The congress je not in Business. Yet ft is 
a promoter of business. It is not interested in 
any educational institution, yet it promotes 
education. It has not a square foot of land 
to sell, yet it is creating a demand for land. 


How Movement Started. 

As a movement it sprang from the minds 
of a group of commercial secretaries who 
met in Chattanooga in August, 1906, and de- 
cided there were certain conditions in the 
south that could only be met by a union of 
effort. It also was decided that if a union 

‘of effort did not exist, then, without wait- 
ing for the slow process of gradua! unifica- 
tion a meeting must be held to declare that 
such a union did exist. 

The discussions in Chattanooga were along 
such lines as these: 

The Panama canal will be finished in a 
few years. 

It is an enterprise potent with influence 
upon the south. 

It is bound to draw shipping southward 
and to change the routes of travel. 

The lure of it will bring a southward 
trend of population, because, by reason 
of the influences of the canal, there will 
be many new enterprises developed in the 
south. 

The canal, potent in its influences, hes 
stirred the imagination of the men of the 
south to anticipate great benefits from the 
completed canal. 

Neverthelesa, only in rare instances is 

there evidence of commercial organiza- 

tions and business men—particularly 
those of porte—preparing to realize on the 
canal and its influences... 

The hindering cause is a lack of wide 
spread, definite knowledge of the eouth’s 
importance.

OKLAHOMA RICH IN MINERALS 


State Stands in Forefront as Pro- 
ducer of Oil, Gas, and Coal. 


CAPITAL OVERCOMES FEAR. 


Investors Recognize Opportunities; 
Laws Not Inimical to Corporations.

The feature of Oklahoma's various re- 
sources which have attracted more invest- 
ment than any other probably is ite mineral 
industries. ‘These include oll, gas, coal, and 
asphalt. Their creative powers, however, 
are not so important as those of the soil, for 
Oklahoma essentially is an egricultural 
state. More wealth, however, hae accumu- 
lated among the men who have dealt exten- 
sively in mineral products, vastly more than 
among a e num of men who have de- 
voted their energies to agriculture. 
In his biennial report to the governor in 
1910, Charles N. Gould, then director of the 
Oklahoma geological survey, estimated that 
the coal fields of Oklahoma occupy an area 
of about 20400 square miles in the eastern 
part of the state. 
“The amount of coal in the state ie un- 
known,” says tbe report. Mr. Taff estimat- 
ed the amount on the segregated land to be 
about 8,000,000,000 tons. This certainly is 
not half the coal in the state. On this basis 
the coa] in Oklahoma would be somewhere 
between 6,000,000,000 and 10,000,000 000 tons. 
On the Other hand, the United States geologi- 
cal survey estimates the amount of coal in 
the state to be 75,000,000,000 tons. In 1907 
Oklahoma produced 3,642,458 short tons of 
coal, valued at $7,433,014. The state ranked 
fourteenth among twenty-eight coal produc- 
ing states. Only three other states showed 
@ greater percentage of increase over the 
production of 1906." / 


Oklahoma Main Petroleum Field. 
Regarding the production of petroleum the 
game report says: ‘It is difficult to ascer- 
tain the exact amount of production in Okla- 
homa, for the reason that all the oil from 
the mid- continent fleld, which includes both 
Kansas and Oklahoma, is grouped together. 
In 1906 the world’s production of petroleum 
was in round numbers 214,000,000 barrels, of 
which the United States produced 126,000,000 
barrels. Of this amount the mid-continent 
field produced 22,000,000 barrels. It is esti- 
mated that Oklahoma produced approximate- 
ly three-fourths of this amount. 

“In 1907 the mid-continent field produced 
46 846,267 barrels of petroleum and in 1908 
48,323,810 barrels. During these two years 
Oklahoma led the United States in the pro- 
duction of oil. In 1900 California exceeded 
Oklahoma. 

Any estimate of the amount of gas actu- 
ally in sight in Oklahoma is little better than 
@ Fuess, says the report. There are no 
accurate data and even an approximation 
may of necessity be misleading, Taking into 
account all known facts, however, and esti- 
mating as nearly as possible the amount from 
the various wells, including those now being 
utilized, those shut in and those going to 
waste, the amount of gas already discovered 
in Oklahoma should be somewhere between 
1,500,000,000 and 3,000,000,000 cubic feet a day. 


Corporate Regulation a Bugaboo. 
When Gov. Cruce entered upon the duties 
as the second executive of the state of Okla- 
homa he had two general objects in view, 
the rendering of an honest and economica! 
edministration and the establishment of 
commercial prosperity. In order to accom- 
plish the latter he found it necessary to over- 
come a misconception of the state that er- 
isted in northern and eastern states among 
mer looking for opportunities for investment 

At the outset Gov. Cruce declared that the 
corporation should have the same treatment 
at bie hand as the private citizen and that 
every safeguard of the law would be thrown 
around financial investments. This deelara- 
tion was the most important from a com 
mercia! standpoint that has ever been made 
ip this state. It wag but a few months until 
the state’s warrants, bonés, and other forms 
of commercial! paper were finding ready mar- 
ket in the east, when theretofore such paper 
had either been rejected or taken at en 
orbditent discounts.

Texas, in various ways, has offered induce- 
ments for outside capital to its rich reward. 
She Mustrates the situation generally in 
the south, having a population of about four 
million, where she could easily support fif- 
teen million.

GEORGIA MAKES GREAT GAINS: 
POWER DEVELOPMENT FACTOR. 


Manufacturing Capital Jumps from 
$20,000,000 to $200,000,000 in 


Thirty Years. 


The general economic improvement of 
Georgia has fer surpassed the population 
growth in the last thirty years. In recent 
years, a co tively new industry, power 
development, has been built up, promising 
fer greater improvement in succeeding 
years. 

The capital invested in manufactures has 
risen from $20,000,000 to $200,000,000. The 
value of the annual production from the 
plants is somewhat in excess of $200,000,000, 
against $86,000,000 in 1880. An important 
part of this industrial advance has been in 
eotton manufacture, consumption amounting 
today to 240,000,000 pounds a year, against 
88,700,000 pounds at the beginning of 1880. 
Cottonseed ofl was not made at the de- 
ginning of the period. Today the output 
brings $17,000,000 a year. 

Farm lands and buildings, then valued at 
$111,000,000, are today worth $477,000,000, and 
the corn crop has more than trebled, with 
small increases in the wheat and oats crops, 
and live stock is more plentiful. The 
mineral products have risen in value from 
$700,000 to $6,000,000. The lumber cut has 
doubled. 

The national bank resources have responded 
to the awakening and leaped from 57, 800. 
000 to nearly $100,000,000. The expenditures 
on common schools, formerly $470,000, are 
over $4,000,000 a year at present.

His Work at Nashville Meeting— 
Agriculturist Died Last Year. 


Services in commemoration of the work 
done by the late Dr. Seaman A. Knapp, who 
died April 1, 1911, will be held at Nashville 
on Wednesday. Delegates from each of the 
southern states will testify to the results in 
their states of the work done by Dr. Knapp 
as founder of the Farmers’ Codperative Dem- 
onstration work in the south, the boys’ corn 
clubs, and much of the work resulting in the 
fight on the boll weevil and other carnpaigns 
for bettering agricultural conditions. 

Dr. Knapp, born seventy-eight years ago 
in New York state, moved to Iowa as a 
child, and in early life had become an au- 
thority on the proper use of solls. After 
serving as president of the Iowa State Agri- 
cultural college he moved to Louisiana and 
gave his energies to agricultural improve- 
ment there. It was due to his efforts that 
much of the present immense acreage of

But thé agricultural wealth of most states 
| exceeds that accruing from all other sources, 
so that Tennessee is not unique in the promi- 
nence of this industry. Among other factors 
that have been effective in bringing capital 
into the state and developing its resources are 
geological surveys and the mining industries 
coming therefrom, railroads, boards of trade, 
and water power development. 


-- Surveys Show Diversified Products, 

The geological work of the state has been 
done under the auspices of both the state and 
the United States geologica)? surveys. The 
pioneérs in this work were Troost and Saf- 
ford, the former serving as state geologist 
from 1881 to 1850 and the latter from 1864 till 
after the close of the century, In the latter 
years of his work Dr. Safford had associated 
with him Dr. J. B. Killebrew. 

Not only did these early workers call atten- 
tion to the state’s mineral deposits but also: 
to its great variety of soils and its general 
geography and topography. Their work along 
these lines formed the basis for the general 
knowledge of the state and is now used in ad- 
vertising the state’s special advantages. | 

Following Safford's early work and contem- 
porary with that of his later years were the 
surveys of the United States geologica) sur- 
vey, which has covered a large per cent of the 
state. The work of this bureau continued and 
refined that of the lecal one, and, like that, 
has had more to do with inviting capital into 
the state and promoting its development than 
can well be estimated. 


Surveys Bring Influx of Capital. 
The work of the present state geological 
survey was inaugurated less than two ycers 


geologist. Since it was started a large num- 
ber of bulletins have beén issued, covering 
all phases of the state's resources. These 
have awakened great interest and have at- 
tracted he attention of capital to the oppor- 
tunities offered for investment in Tennessee. 

Among the economic products that the 
geological bureaus have aided greatly in de- 
veloping are the coal, iron, copper, and phos- 
phate. According to statistics published by 
the Umted States geological survey for 
1910, Tennessee produced in that year more 
than 7,000,000 tone of coal, with a spot value 
of nearly. $8,000,000. In the same year it pro- 
duced nearly 400,000 tone of iron with à value, 
of more ‘than $5,000,000;. nearly - 16,700,000 
pounds of copper, and nearly 400;000 tons of 
phosphate rock, worth $1,500,000. 

Recently large capital has been invested in 
the development of hydro-electric water 
power in Tennessee, and plans are made for 
‘the expenditure of much more. Two large 
plants, one at Parksville on the Ocoee river. 
and the other at Elizabethton on the Watau- 
ga river, are now installed and selling cur- 
rent. A plant with a capacity of 58,800 horse 
power is in course of construction at Hale's 
bar, on the Tennessee river, twenty-one 
miles. below Chattanooga. The Aluminum 
Company of America has planned for the 
‘construction of dams along forty miles of 
the Little Tennessee, from which they ex- 
pect to realize 200,000 horse power. Other 
plants are contemplated at Etowah in Me- 
Minn county and on Caney Fork river in 
middle Tennessee. | : 


Well Served by Railroads. 

In the development of any state it goes 
without saying that the means of transpor- 
tation are of prime importance. In this re- 
spect Tennessee is especially favored in hav- | 
ing, besides 4,000 miles of railroad, 1.200 
miles of navigable streams. Of the navigable 
streams the Mississippi, the Oumderland, and 
the Tennessee are most important. The lat- 
ter, with its tributaries, crosses east Tennes- 
see, and the main stream again crosses the 
state in west Tennessee. 

Local boards of trade and industrial agents 
of railroads, that have done so much in the 
last two decades in developing all sections 
of the central and western parts of our coun- 
try, have not beer negiccted in Tennessee. 
All the prominent towns and cities. have 
their boards of trade or commercial clubs, 
and these are actively engaged in legitimate 
efrorts to attract capital and to develop the 
ptate’s resources. ?

| Urge Waterway Improvement. 

From a letter of Leland J. Henderson, sec- 
retary of the Missigesippi to the Atlantic In- 
land Waterway association, chairman of the 
coming conference, is taken the following 
statement of conditions: 

„The National Rivers and Harbors con- 

gress advocates a policy of waterway im- 
provement and sufficient appropriation there- 
tor,“ he says. The various waterway or- 
ganizations advocate their particular proj- 
ects and securing from the federal govern- 
ment money for their conetruction. 
In other words, the organizations that 
have been brought together for agitation in 
favor of a definite system are constantly dis- 
cussing the needs and importance of that sys- 
tem. . 

“On the other hand, the National Rivers 
and Harbors congress, since it is unable to 
,plead for any definite project, has been busy 
establishing in the public mind a willingness 
to have a waterway policy of improvement 
adopted leading to the expenditure of not legs 
than $50,000,000 a year. 


Don’t Go Deep Enough. 

* Unt neither of these inet of effort has 
taken into consideration the business aspects. 
They have not gone deeply into the question 
of the management of the waterway system 
as a whole should the government spend 
$50,000,000 or $500,000,000, 

„ Yet when a railroad is to be planned all 
business considerations are brought together 
in order to reach final judgment. Such a 
policy has not prevailed in the matter of 
waterway development and has not been 
called for, though it is only the application 
of business common sense to the problem of 
a business enterprise national in scope. 

In the second place, viewing waterways 
as rights of way, owned by the government, 
there hever has been worked out to a logical 
conclusion the thought that government own- 
ership of these means of transportation 
might well place the burden of promotios 
and utilization upon the government.

Win you appoint two or more delegates to at- 
tend the waterways conference?

Conference Will Take Up Plans Used in 
Europe—Lack of Proper Financing 
Checks Growth. 


The problem of proper financing, lack of 
which has held back the prosperity of south- 
ern farmers, will move on toward solution 
during the conference on agricultural re- 
covery,’ particularly in the section devoted 
to discussion of the rural credit system. 
David Lubin of California, now delegate for 
the United States to the International In- 
stitute of Agriculture at Rome, will be in 
charge of the sectional meeting and, with 
other experts, will try to show the south 


how farmi can be bettered by a new sys- 
tem of credits and how those credits may be 
obtained. 


Mr. Lubin's chief work has been the tabula- 
tion of statistics that has done much to lessen 
speculation in foodstuffs that fell little short 
He has studied credit 
systems in vogue in European agricultural 
states. With Herbert Myrick, president of 
the Orange- Judd company; Walter H. Page, 
editor of World's Work; and others, Mr.

300,000,000 Acres of Lande. 

Tts benign countenance is the vast extent 
of its lands, 800,000,000 acres, or 50 per cent 
of which have. never felt the touch of the 
plow, and, though possessed of over 50,000,- 
000 acres of truck lands, scarcely more than 
1 per cent of these has been put to their chief 
use. 

Its adornments are its forests, that for | 
three years past have produced more lumber 
then all other states of the nation com- 
bined. 

All these gigantic proportions and their 
attendant possibilities belonged to the south 
before history was written and they will re- 
main there. 

Giant Service. 

This giant began to render ite service to 
the word when Virginie was settled. 

It came to netional power when the revo- 
Tutionary heroes turned their thoughts to 
constitutional questions and to the strength 
that comes from union. 

It halted because of he sapping influences 
of à servile race, whose coming and whose 
subordination was a national evil and not 


alone a southern one, and whose problems 


are now national and not southern. The 
everted face of this giant distressed the na- 
tion when the very unity the south hed 
helped to create was regarded by it as termi- 
nable. 

Yet gigantic though ft was, a mightier 
power than it, the divine decree of 4 free 
nation, ome and indivisible, brought to an 
end its might, majesty, dominion and power 
in the nation’s councils.

In Teras there are great areas that 
less than ten years ago sustained but one 
steer to many acres, but now, by the use of 
artesian water, it is common for one acre to 
produce crops in one year equaling many 
times the price of the land itself.

Seeks to Find Out What Laws 
Retard Industry. | 


WILL MEET. IN HOUSTON. 


After the Inquiry Report Will Be Made 
to Governor.

(With Business Men's Association of Teras! 

“Not destruction, but construction; to 
grind no individual ax, yet on the basis of a 
guaranteed square deal: to open wide to all 
the doors of opportunity in Texas.” 

This is the motto of the Texas welfare com- 
mission, which will hold its first session in 
Houston on April 16. 

The commission is being watched not only 
by Texans, but has attracted the attention 
of capitalists in the east and north and 
aroused the interest of some of the most 
thoughtful citizens of the nation. | 

Dach day brings into the office of the Com- 
mercial Secretaries and Business Men's as- 
sociation, in which the welfare commission 
originated, inquiries from other states as to 
the purposes of the commission and the re- 
sults expected. 

R. C. Duff of. Houston, chairman of the. 
welfare commission, when asked about its 
scope and plans, explained that it was an 
outgrowth of the Commercial Secretaries * 
Business Men's association. 


Found the Laws Wrong. 

“The particular concern of this associa- 
tion,” said Mr. Duff, has been to study eco- 
nomic conditions, particularly. those points 
in respect to which business or industry is. 
affected by law. Last year it became ob- 
vious to.many members of the association 
that while the general condition of the 
country and of Texas was soufd funda- 
mentally, and while there ought to be a gen- 
eral condition of prosperity, on the contrary 
most of the businesses of the state were 
dragging all the time. This state of affairs 
was not peculiar to Texas, but of course 
that work of our body has to do with con- 
ditions in our own state. 

“Some inquiry on the part of the associ- 
ation brought to light the fact that our laws 
did not appear to be working to the advan- 
tage of the industries of the state, and very 
likely without advantage to the general pub- 
lic not interested in these businesses. 


Organize the Commission, 

With the idea in mind that this situation 
might be rectified, and a general condition 
of prosperity be brought about, the Commer- 
cial Secretaries and Business Men's associ- 
ation decided last October to organize a 
Texas welfare commission, to consist of fif- 
teen prominent men of the state, to be drawn 
from all lines of trade, industry, business, 
and the professions. These men were re- 
quested, at the expense of the association, 
to sit as a body of. ar n the year 
of 1912. 

Wo want to conduct a general investiga- 
tion,” Mr. Duff went on to say, to deter- 
mine at what points, if any, existing laws in 
Texas are out of harmony with business 
or industry of the state, and whether the 
greatest good of the people require the main- 
tenance of such laws or whether it will. not 
be found beneficial to amend or repeal! such 
laws, 80 as to put our legal economic sys- 
tem in harmony with current conditions of 
life, trade, and business.

Judge Duff, from the members of the wel-

“The commission, which is made up of 
members of all political bodies,“ continued 
Judge Duff, “ will give these matters careful 
study. Invitations have been accepted by 
prominent business men not only in Texas 
but throughout the east and north to meet 
with the commission or to submit papers deal- 
ing with the enbjects being investigated. 

„All oral arguments will be ade before the 
commission, but all data, statistics, and writ- 
ten argument will be referred to a subcommit- 
tee. These will constitute the basis of their 
final report to be made about Sept. 1, after 
which the report of the ful) commission will 
be prepared. A meeting of the commercial 
secretaries and Business Men's association 
will then be called to receive the report, which 
will be referred to the governor and the legis- 
lature in January, 1913.”’ 


Bills Will Be Prepared. 

“Appropriate bills will be prepared in ref- 
erence to any changes which may be recom- 
mended; and committees will be sélected to 
urge the adoption by the legislature of what- 
ever measures it may be found wise to 
adopt.“ 

Almost every state has its publicity bureau 
and boosters, but the commission aims to 
work from within to improve its state and 
make it so attractive that both capital and 
outside citizens will clamor for admittance. 

The commission invites any person inter- 
ested in the welfare or development of Texas 
to come down and talk over the situation.

State Has Exported Iron Since 
1648; Waterways Aid In- 
ternal Commerce.

No state has a greater variety in its nat- 
ural surroundings than Maryland. In pro- 
‘portion to its area no state has so extensive 
a coast line or supports so many persons 
through the capturing and preparing the 
products of the water. It is the land of 
the forest and of the rock, of the broad blue 
bay and the mighty river.” There are for- 
tunes in the forest, in the rocks, and in the 
water. The soil responds liberally to every 
demand that intelligent iabor makes upon 
it. All of the products of the temperate 
zone and seme of the semi-tropical fruits 
grow in the greatest abundence. With its 
lofty mountains, fertile valleys, and winding 
water courses, its scenery is unexcelled. 

Capital is attracted to Maryland because of | 
the vast natural resources thet are awaiting. 
development. New enterprises in all lines 
of industry are being established in every 
part of the state, and there is room for more. 
Industries are attracted to a locality by 
shipping facilities, in which Maryland stands 
superior. Threaded by railroads that con- 
nect with the great trunk lines that place 
the state 250 miles closer to tne west than 
any other Atlantic seaboard state, Maryland 
has in its heart the deep water of the Atlan- 
tic ocean and the Chesapeake bay. 


Sea Food Important Item. 

The natural products of Maryland may be 
roughly divided into three phases—sea food, 
agriculture, and mineral. In all of these 
manufacturing plays in important part, from 
the canning industries that annually pack 
millions of dollars’ worth of crabs, oysters, 
fish, and all products of the farm, to the 
mines in the western part of the state that 
take vast quantities of the best soft coal 
from an inexhaustible supply. 

In sea food products the oyster industry 
ranks first, giving employment to more than 

2,000 men, and the annual output is about 
10,000,000. bushels. Next in importance is the 
shad fishery, in which the state and the 
United States government have combined in 
the propagation of this, one of the most rel- 
ished food fishes. 

An equally important industry is crab 
catching, employing fully 20,000 persons. 
Crisfield is the largest crab center in the 
world. 

Coal mining ts one of the principal in- 
dustries of the western part of the state 
The Georges Creek Coal and Iron company 
is the oldest corporation of its kind in the 
state. The Consolidated Coal company has 

a capita) of $5,000,000 and is rapidly opening 
new mines. The shipments from the coal re- 
gions aggregate about 5,000,000 tons an- 
nually. 


Produced Iron Since 1648. : 
Maryland has produced and exported iron 
‘since 1648. The Maryland Steel company at 
‘Sparrow's Point is the largest industry ot its 
kind. The state is particularly rich in stone. 
There are many deposits of exceedingly fine 
granite, much of which has been used not 
only in many structures in Baltimore but in 
Washington, where it has been extensively. 
used in the capitol, the patent office, the post- 
office, and the congressional! library build- 
ings. 

The marblesof Maryland are famous among 
the building stones of the United States. The 
United States government tests show that 
for durability and strength it is unequaled. 
Cement of a fine quality is manufactured in 
several sections of the state. Clay of the 
best quality for brickmaking is found in 
many localities, as is fire brick clay and pot- 
tery clay. 

While the rural districts of Maryland 
have predqminantly an agricultural popu- 
lation, the state is by no means behind its 
sister states in regard to manufacturing and 
other industrial enterprises. According to 
the last census 12% per cent of the. total 
population are engaged in manufacturing. 
Throughout the state there are 9,880 manu- 
facturing establishments, with a total work- 
ing capital of $163,422,260.

One of the most important of the state de- 
partments is the bureau of immigration, 
which has done a vast amount of excellent 
work in bringing new people into the state. 
Since the bureau was organized a few years. 
ago, more than 40,000 acres of land have been 
sold to persons from other states and Europe. 
Two hundred and fifty new families have 
acquired property in the different counties. 
Placing the average value per acre at $25, 
the money consideration amounts to about 
$1,000,000, exclusive of other purchases of 
personal property which newcomers have 
to make. A compilation of statistics in the 
twenty-three counties of the state shows that 
the average farm land is valued at $32.32 per 
acre, is made up imto 48,023 farms, and is 
owned by 1,482 persons. 


Many Waterways and Canals 

No other state possesses such an extensive 
system of natural waterways, ship canals, 
good country roads, and numerous steam 
rajlway and electric roads as has Mary- 
land.

confederacy ruined financially and in a dan- 
gerous state economically. By dint of al- 
most superhuman effort, social conditions 
were festored. By force of hard work and 
utilization of natural resources whose ex- 
istence had only been been guessed financial af- 
fairs were put on a basis. 


Unable to ‘Support Schools. 

For a score-of-years not a state was able 
to support. proper educational institutions. 
That period did not end until after 1880, and 
even then.advancement was slow, by reason 
of the slow rally of the communities. Here, 
then, is found the chief reason for a good 
share of the illiteracy that prevails. with the 
present generation. . There should. also be 
taken into consideration the vast percenfage 
of negroes in the south, another important 
‘consideration in explaining today’s condition. 

In broad terms it. may be said that the most 
successful educational system is that which 
fits the largest percentage of children for 
successful life. It is a question whether the 
present system in vogue in most of the states 
fits more than a ‘slim minority. 

In the course of the general conference on 
the south’s educational recovery will come a 
special conference on the Page- Wilson bill, 
introduced in the United States senate by 
Senator Carroll S. Page of Vermont, and in 
the house by Representative Wilson of Penn- 
Sylvania. — 


Preach Measure in South. 

The bill contemplates a gradual increase of 
expenditures until 1921, at which time the 
maximum expenditure will be reached. But 
even at the maximum it represents only 
about 14 cents per capita per annum spent 
by tae nation in order to make the nation’s 
educational systems more effective.
